All candidates for state office are required to file lists of campaign 
contributions and expenditures with Doherty's office, which is suppos- 
ed to investigate their completeness and accuracy 
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But since Doherty took office in 1976 he has forw 


rded few, if any

Although Florence Rubin would not comme ctly Doherty's 
performance in office, she said if chosen for the t she would take ar

School board seeking legal opinion 


‘Chilling effect’ is feared

NEWTON — The Schoo! Committee has asked for an opinion from 
the city’s legal department on releasing names of applicants for the 
Newton North High principalship, while committee members and other 
residents pondered their own stands on the issue. 

The move for a legal opinion followed Superintendent Aaron Fink's 
refusal! to release the names of any of the 96 applicants for the position 
which currently pays over $41,000 a year to Principal Richard Mechem, 
who will retire at the end of the school year. 

Fink said last week he would release the names of the estimated six 
finalists but reneged when told The Newton Graphic planned to publish 
profiles of those finalists 

Several School Committee members questioned about Fink's 
withholding of the names backed the superintendent. 

“I don’t believe the School Committee wants to disobey the law,’ 





Chairman Nancy Mann said. “But, 1 think that there are at least some 
members of the School Committee who would prefer not to release the 





names (for the principalship) so as not to inhibit people from applying 
Mann said she is ‘‘worried”’ that disclosure would create ‘‘a chilling 
effect’ on people applying for positions because of fear that current 


positions might be jeopardized 

School Committeeman Robert Ricles agreed and said, ‘‘As far as | 
know, the Privacy Act is every bit as strong as the Freedom of In- 
formation Act 

“I'm not going to disobey the law,’’ Committeewoman Ann Berwick 
said. ‘‘As best as I can tell, the legality of that position (releasing 
names) is unclear. If the law is unclear, | will do what is best from a 
policy standpoint— which is to protect the confidentiality of those ap- 
plicants.”’ 

Committee member Katherine Jones said, ‘I have very strong feel 
ings that the privacy of the individual has to be protected at all costs 
and I'm speaking not only as a School Committee person, but also as a

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Astronaut in school: ‘Excellent’

NEWTON When Franklin Chang went 
back to school Monday morning, everything he 
did was rated ‘‘Excellent!"’ by a group of 
awestruck elementary students as he explain- 
ed his job to them. 

But, that is because Chang is what many 
kids dream of being = an astronaut 

Although Chang tried to give simple ex- 
planations of the space shuttle training pro- 
gram to questions from the young audience at 
Franklin Elementary, there was no breaking 
down his mystique as he was introduced wear- 
ing his blue flight suit. 

Chang, who has a daughter in the school, 
came all the way from Houston, Texas, where 
he is in NASA’s training program, to talk 
about space travel and the rigorous training 


‘No promises 
on next year's 
school budget

NEWTON — The School Committee is mak- 
ing no prom: that the school’s bottom line 
budget for next year will reflect the city’s re- 
quest for a 4.5 percent cut by all departments. 

“We have not given the superintendent a 
bottom line figure,’ newly-elected Chairper- 
son Nancy Mann told members of the Alder- 
manic Human Services Committee in a 
meeting at City Hall Wednesday night. 

“We have just asked him to bring in the 
tightest educationally defensible budget,” she 
said. 

As the new Chairman of Human Services, 
Rodney Barker, a former Hyde School PTA 
President, set up the meeting with the School 
Committee to start budget discussions off on a 
tone of cooperation between the two bodies. 

Under Proposition 2 '2 the School Commit- 
tee lost fiscal autonomy to the Board of Alder- 
man. Barker and other members of Human 
Services want the school officials to know they 
are ‘‘advocates” for education. 

“Tt seems to me,” Barke: id, ‘“‘that it is go- 
ing to be very important — as a committee that 
will hopefully come out of this as advocates of 
schools — that we’re well informed.” 

According to Mann, one reason why the 
school budget may come in actually higher 
than last year’s $37.8 million is that, unlike 
municipal department budgets, the School 
Department is planning to include collective 
bargaining in its salary figure. 

“The School Committee has voted in ex- 
ecutive session to play a certain amount of 
money in our budget for collective bargaining 
and I don’t want to go into that at this point,”’ 
Mann said. ‘‘We think it will work better.” 

Ald. Lisle Baker said he felt such a school 
budget leaves the Board of Alderman with a 
political hot potato of then deciding how to 
balance all department budgets. Baker said 
that if other departments present budgets with 
a 4.5 percent cut and the schools come in 
higher, alderman would be in the difficult posi- 
tion of deciding who should absorb the dif- 
ference. 

Superintendent Aaron Fink is expected to 
present an overview of the budget on Feb. 11 at 
a7:45 p.m. meeting at Bigelow Jr. High. 

The final vote is expected March 22 follow- 
ing a March 15 public hearing. 
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program he and 78 other astronauts are 


undergoing as part of future plans for NASA’s

“We are right now in the middle of testing 
the space shuttle and we expect to have flights 
very often,’’ Chang told the students. The 
idea is that someday very near in the future, 
people like you can...think of going to work in 
space.” 

A graduate of MIT in mechanical engineer 
ing and plasma physics, Chang said his train 
ing program involves “‘a lot of flying’ on T38's 
with practice in simulated emergency situa 
tions as well as rapid landings and takeoffs 

In explaining the T38 planes which he flies 
with another pilot, Chang put on his parachute 
gear and showed the children all of its safety 
devices, including a life preserver which in 
flates instantly and an oxygen supply tank 
which is sometimes needed “when you fly real 
high up.” 

The planes he flies have two cockpits and 
both pilots are strapped into ejection seats 
which sort of take the worry out of emergency 
situations, according to the easy-going scien 
tist. 

“It's very nice because you don’t really have 
to worry very much about trying to get out in 
case of an emergency,"’ Chang said of the ejec- 
tion device. 

The students oohed and aahed as Chang 
went through the pockets of his flame- 
resistant flight suit, pulling out some gadgets 
which may seem ordinary anywhere else. A 
small flashlight which can be used as a signal- 
ing device delighted the youngsters, but so did 
Chang's gloves, ‘‘books”’ of airports’ landing 
facilities, checklists, and maps 

When asked why he became an astronaut, 
Chang said, ‘‘Well, I wanted to do this for a 




















Smoke detectors mandatory 


NEWTON— Fire inspectors have begun 
checking homes and buildings for approved 
smoke detectors, according to Fire Chief Ed- 
ward B. Reilly. 

In accordance with a new state law, installa- 
tion of smokes detectors is now required prior 
to the sale or transfer of ownership of all 
homes and buildings in the city. 

As of Jan. 1, 1982, M. husetts State Law, 
Chapter 148, stating that one and two family 
homes must install a smoke detector on the 
ceiling of each all level, became effective. The 
law also states that in buildings with three or 
more units, a smoke detector should be install- 
ed in all common areas, including stairwells 
and corridors, as well as within each in-

Chang said his flying sessions usually last 
two hours. Most of the time the astronauts 
practice formations and aerobatics. Rapid 
runway approaches from 25,000 feet to 40 feet 
then hovering above the runway and quickly 
taking off again are also part of his routine. 

The training also means being in good 
physical shape and Chang said he does a lot of 
running. A ‘“‘strict’’ yearly physical exam is 
required of the astronauts in the program who 
are mostly in their 30's. 

“The oldest is about 
one of the younger ones 

According to Chang, there are really two 
kinds of astronauts: pilots from the military 
and scientists. “I think the scientists really 
have more fun,” he said.

The West Newton woman claims she was illegally fired and has filed 
4 $1.1 million lawsuit against the city to regain her former position or a 
sizable financial settlement 

Ossinger made the request for city payment of legal bills after 
aldermen voted to pick up a $10,000 legal tab for Mann's defense in the 
$1 1 million lawsuit. The $10,000 payment to Mann's Boston attorney, 
Edward Barshak, has been halted by a restraining order. A court hear- 
ing is scheduled later this week on the $10,000 bill. 

A proposed resolution requesting Mann initiate the $50,000 appropria- 
tion for Ossinger’s legal bills was denied by a 16 to 6 vote. The 24- 
member legislative body does not have the authority to initiate funding 
requests under the city charter. 

A stern faced Ossinger watched with a group of friends as aldermen 
debated the request. At one point, a remark by one aldermen prompted 
Ossinger to yell from a spectator bench in the City Hall chamber: 
“Read the (law) suit.” 

Several aldermen speculated that an appropriation request would on- 
ly be ignored by Mann and was unrealistic. Others argued that the 
board did not have the power iv fund the request and should follow the 
advice of city attorneys. 

“Do you expect the mayor to comply with this resolution?’ asked 
Alderman Robert Tennant. ‘I don’t think there is a lawyer in the world 
that would have him comply with this.” 

Several aldermen maintained it was discriminatory and unfair to 
pay for Mann’s legal bills and ignore the Ossinger request. 

“Just because one is a mayor and the other is a clerk we should not 
draw a line, ted Alderman Richard McGrath. ‘We should decide 
this on its merits. 

Alderman Richard Bullwinkle called for the mayor to forge a com- 
promise in the legal battle and ‘‘put this behind us (aldermen) and the 
city.” 

Aldermen voted the $10,000 for Mann’s private attorney last 
December under an ordinance that insures city officials for up to $1 
million in civil rights suits.

“T hope that the commission (which chooses Doherty’s replacement) 
selects a director who is an activist by nature and training, a good ad- 
ministrator, someone who knows how state government works and is 
committed to public service,” she said in her application for the job. 

The job currently pays Doherty just under $25,000 per year. The com- 
mission to name Doherty's replacement, which includes Secretary of 
State Michael Connolly; state GOP Chairman Rep. Andrew Natsios; 
state Democratic Chairman Chester Atkins; and Boston College School 
of Law Dean Richard Huber, planned to meet today (Wednesday, Feb. 
3) to study the qualifications of the seven finalists, with interviews 
planned for later in the week, a spokesman for Connolly’s office said 
Friday. 

A number of state officials, including Secretary of State Connolly, 
have questioned Doherty’s accomplishments during the six years 
which he has held the job. 

Doherty has reportedly maintained that the director’s respon- 
sibilities involve education, rather than enforcement of existing cam- 
paign finance laws. 

In 1981 Ottoway News Service reported Doherty never investigated 
when a 24-year-old Holyoke senatorial candidate claimed over $21,000 
of his campaign kitty came from personal funds. And the director 
never checked up on former Sen. James Kelly (D-Oxford), who 
repeatedly filed reports listing annual contributions totalling $25 or $50. 

Rules governing the director’s position also mandate the person 
holding the job promulgate rules and regulations, audit candidates’ 
financial reports and investigate questionable campaign finance prac- 
tices. 

In her written statement included in her job application Rubin said, 
“The promulgation of rules is essential to clarify the language of the 
statute and to provide guidance for candidates in how to comply with 
the law.”” 

“The rules should set out a formal procedure for issuing and 
assembling interpretative statements and advisory opinions,’’ she 
wrote. 

Rubin said that although the office does not have power to impose 
sanctions on political candidates, ‘The director’s authority to initiate 
investigations, backed up by subpoena power and the authority to pre- 
sent evidence of alleged violations to the attorney general, represents 
considerable enforcement strength that the office could and should be 
using.” 

Noting that ‘‘most candidates are honest and want to do the right 
thing, Rubin said the state office needs ‘‘a strong public information 
program to educate both candidates and the general public about the 
commonwealth’s campaign finance laws and the functions of the of- 
fice.” 

She said in her statement she felt ‘‘a vigorous office of Campaign and 
Political Finance that did its job well would help restore public trust in 
elected officials and in our political system. Such an office would be 
good for most candidates as well as for the public.”” 

Florence Rubin was one of 12 Newton residents who applied for the 
job of director of Campaign and Political Finance with a total of 160 ap- 
plications received in all. Eighteen women applied for the position but 
Rubin is the only woman among the seven finalists.

Aldermen approve funding 
to study Hyde School options 


NEWTON — Monies for an ar- 
chitectural feasibility study on the 
future reuse options of the damag- 
ed section of the Hyde Elemen- 
tary School in Newton Highlands 
were approved by aldermen Mon- 
day night. 

The Wellesley architectural 
firm of Kubitz and Pepi will 
receive from the city $10,000 to 
recommend one of five alter- 
natives for the Lincoln Street 
school. 

On April 25, 1981, a fire 
destroyed the third floor of the 
older building causing $845,000 
worth of damage. The city has 
been paid about $630,000 from the 
insurers (after the $100,000 deduc- 
tible). 

According to the School Com- 
mittee, the school needs to locate 
5,000 square feet of additional 
space to provide for the educa- 
tional needs of the Hyde School 
children. About 12,000 square feet 
were destroyed in the spring fire. 

The study of options will con- 
sider whether to renovate the fire- 
damaged building for use in whole 
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or in part as a school; build an ad- 
dition to one of the two other 
buildings; or rehabilitate the 
other buildings to accommodate 
the needed space. 

Building Commissioner Alan 
Fraser claims that the additonal 
space can be found within the ex- 
isting Hyde School structure.

Public should ask 
for at least a peek 


Several members of the Newton 
School Committee interviewed this week 
agreed with Superintendent Aaron Fink’s 
decision to withhold the names of finalists 
for the Newton North High principal's job 
pending an opinion from the city legal 
department 

Last week Fink initially agreed to 
release the names of six or so finalists to 
the press but when told The Graphic 
planned to publish profiles of the six, Fink 
reneged, preferring to seek legal counsel 
before going further. 

Several interesting revelations have 
come from this standoff between 
Superintendent Fink and current state 
laws which favor release of names of can- 
didates for government jobs. 

For one it seems many School Commit- 
tee members have little knowledge of 
public records laws in Massachusetts. To 
their credit, a number of them did say they 
were concerned that public disclosure of 
finalists’ names would have a ‘‘chilling ef- 
fect’’, possibly discouraging qualified can- 
didates from applying for fear they might 
draw criticism from current employers. 

Another revelation appears to be con- 
siderable trust by School Committee 
members in a selection process which is 
completely controlled by the superinten- 
dent and, except for 23 ad hoc committee 
members, completely shuts out the press 
and public from the process. 

It is equally surprising that the simple 
suggestion about written profiles of 
finalists - their philosophies of education, 
reasons for wanting to come to the Newton 
schools and a listing of their essential 
credentials - draws such reservations from 
the committee. 

Citing a spokesman for the Mass. 
Association of School Committees, the 
neighboring weekly Wellesley Townsman 
last week said that, unlike Newton, most 
school boards conduct public interviews of 
candidates for top positions. 

The public should ask for at least a peek 
at the process. It is not only a right, by law. 
Itis also proper.

A parking garage in every village? 


By Bruce Abele 

In the near future the Newton 
Building Commissioner will be making 
what will prove to be one of the most im- 
portant decisions in the city's history - 
whether or not to issue a permit for the 
building of Ronald Druker’s 
multistoried parking garage in a 
Business A zoned portion of Newton 
Corner 

Look what is happening to Newton 
Corner: Druker proposed a massive 
housing, office, parking and retail com- 
plex that when carefully examined ex- 
ceeded several zoning guidelines. The 
proposal required aldermanic ap- 
proval, received strong opposition from 
the residential and business 
neighborhood, and after considerable 
debate was denied. 





In general it appears the appeal pro- 
cess is cumbersome, has a pro-garage 
bias, and could be very expensive. It 
can’t be relied on for protection. 


A few words on the structure of 
Newton zoning are necessary to unders- 
tand the legal intricacies of the situa- 
tion 





Newton is divided into 12 districts 
They vary in density from the lowest 
density Single Residence A to the very 
intensively used Manufacturing 
district. The districts are divided into 
four groups: Single Residence, 
Residence, Business, and Manufactur 
ing 


For each district the ordinance lists a 
number of uses referred to ‘‘as-a-right” 


Contesting a ‘pro-garage’ decision requires con- 


siderable time and effort. I 


t is unlikely in our other 


village, garage situations people will be found who can 
and will give that amount of time to the problem. 


On the west block the new proposal 
drops the housing but keeps the same 
amount of office and retail space. The 
parking garage is slightly smaller and 
is now proposed for the southern and 
eastern perimeters of the municipal 
parking lot instead of actually being on 
the lot itself. On the east block the hous- 
ing has been replaced with about 60,000 
sq. ft. of office space, retail space is 
reduced to about a quarter of the 
original plan, and the parking has been 
increased about 25 percent. By making 
these changes the project is said to no 
longer require aldermanic approval. I 
disagree. 

Any of several straightforward inter- 
pretations of the zoning ordinances 
clearly indicate that no type of large 
parking garage can be built in a 
Business A zone. These interpretations 
are consistent with zoning goals, for 
Business A is the zone that generally 
abuts residential districts, and large 
parking garages more than anything 
else allow big steps in increased density 
and intensity of use. 

Unfortunately, even though the con- 
tention of illegality may be correct, it is 
quite plausible the Druker garage will 
end up being built. The process goes 
like this: 

The building cmmissioner has been 
notified of the contention of illegality. 
However, past practice (which has not 
been contested or appealed) and his in- 
clination (as of last summer) tend to in- 
dicate he will issue the permit. 

The matter can then be appealed to 
the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

However, to override a decision of the 
commissioner requires a vote of four of 
the five members of the board which 
may be difficult. Although this board 
appears committed otherwise, there 
has been some criticism of past boards 
for not strictly following legal 
guidelines. 

If the necessary votes don’t come 
from the ZBA, the matter can be ap- 
pealed to the Superior Court. However, 
delays, possible requirements for an in- 
junction and more complex procedures 
make this step of the appeal process dif- 
ficult. 


which can be entered into without alder- 
manic approval. In Business A, for ex- 
ample, office, bank, barbershop, 
theater and bakery activities can be 
carried out without permission of the 
board. In addition there are listed a set 
of uses which may be entered into only 
with approval from the Board of 
Aldermen called Special Permit uses 
There are several ways of labeling 
Druker’s multistoried garage and each 
requires a slightly different interpreta- 
tion of the new ordinance. However, 
they all lead to similar conclusions: 
Namely that parking garages in 
Business A are either not allowed or 
with certain literal interpretations 
allowed only under special permit. The 
ordinance defines parking facility, 
parking lot, public garage and private 
garage and any one could be ap- 
propriate for this situation. 


By carefully reading the ordinance, 
in particular definitions and then apply- 
ing the appropriate labels, the or- 
dinance can be applied consistently and 
objectively. Specifically: If one treats 
the building as a parking facility then it 
is clearly not allowed. The words park- 
ing facility never appear in any of the 
use regulations. 





If treated as a public garage (not 
possible if free parking is allowed) then 
it is not allowed. It would,however, be 
allowed in Business B. The most ap- 
propriate label is private garage for it 
is ‘‘part of a building where motor 
vehicles are kept’ for the ‘“‘business 
use’”’ of the ‘‘tenants of the premises’’. 
If so, paragraph (a) 10) allows ‘“‘any 
uses and accessory purposes permitted 
in Residence D except..’’which in Ac- 
cessory Uses for Residence D allows ‘‘a 
private garage with provision for not 
more than three automobiles.’ Un- 
fortunately Druker plans 434 for the 
west side garage and 182 for the eastern 
one. 





Although a very literal interpretation 
and a considerable stretch of the im- 
agination is required the garage could 
be treated as a type of parking lot, for a 
parking lot is defined as ‘‘a parking 


facility where off-street parking of 
vehicles is permitted for other than ac 
cessory use” (parking facility is defin- 
ed as ‘A building, structure This 
still doesn’t permit uncontrolled 


development, for parking lots are only 
allowed under special permit 





There is another approach which 
doesn’t require a strict classification of 
the garage. Allowed under special per 
mit are accessory uses which are ‘‘not 
injurious to the neighborhood as a 
Business A district’. With the literal in 
terpretation of parking lot it could be 
argued that a ‘Business A 
neighborhood’ includes 
However, the laws still say a special 
permit is required

The guments being used to justify 
the ‘‘as a right’ construction of parking 
garages are the following 


The ordinance, according to pro 
ponents of the project, gives one the 
right to build office and retail space ina 
Business A zone, but also requires (in 
this case) considerable off-street park 
ing. In order to provide that amount of 
parking it is necessary to build a 
multistoried garage. Therefore, it is 
argued, one has the implied right to do 
so as a matter of right without saying 
that if a developer designs to the max 
imum of most of the limits in the code, 
say to the 40 ft. height and 15 ft. rear set- 
back limits, and by doing so makes it 
impossible to meet the remaining 
limits, then he has an implied exemp- 
tion from those final limits, in this case 
from a maximum three-car Harage. 
The problem is that these limits are 
land use controls, not rights available in 
total, regardless of the size of the lot 













The second argument is that in prac- 
tice at least, there has always been the 
right without special permit, to park 
cars on one’s land to meet accessory 
parking requirements. It is argued that 
the literal definition of (the principal 
use) parking lot carries over to ac- 
cessory parking lots and therefore 
allows large parking gar ages to be 
built without special permit to meet ac- 
cessory parking requirements. 








Because of the necessity for 
background information, problems 
with the second argument are 


somewhat more difficult to explain. It is 
important, however, to note that the 
argument depends on the acceptance of 
the unorthodox literal definition of 
parking lot, treating a garage as a type 
of parking lot. In addition, it requires 
accepting the fact that the board intend- 
ed by broadening the definition to 
create in an indirect, surreptitious and 
roundabout manner a significant relax- 
ation of zoning ordinances. 





Background information: The defini- 
tion of parking lot used to be ‘‘An area 
where off-street parking of vehicles is 
permitted other than as an accessory 
use.’’ And in 1977 it was changed to the 
broader, ‘‘A parking facility where off- 
street parking is permitted other than 
as accessory use." 





The change of definition was buried 
with other legislation, the purpose of 
which was to establish off-street park- 
ing requirements for various forms of 
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land usage. The sponsor of that legisla 

tion has provided a written staternent 
that reads in part “Any definitional 
changes made at that time (1977) were! 


intended to be merely technical, 
necessary for the consistency and 
understanding of the legislation. There 


was not any intent to relax the zoning of 
ordinances in either accessory or 
primary use situations by making 
definitional changes that would allow 
parking garages or structures in places 
where in the past only parking lots were 
permitted 


If the board intended to allow public 
and large private garages in Business A 
zones, then it is likely it would 
made the other changes necessary 
remove ambiguity. Specifically it 
would have removed the definition of 
public garage, removed public garage 
from Business B use regulations and 
added a paragraph that specifically in 
creased the limit for private garages to 
more than three. Members of the 1977 
Land Use Committee were recently 
contacted, and it is important to note 
that none remember any such intent 
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The original draft for that detailed 10 
page legislation was written by the 
Planning Department. It then passed to 
the generally overworked Land Use 
Committee for review where it is likely 
the change, buried in a number of other 
definition changes, was just plain 
overlooked. Whether the Planning 
Department’s intent in adding this 
change was to handle problems that ex- 
isted in an earlier version or to effect 
what may turn out to be one of the more 
significant zoning relaxations in 
Newton history is anybody’s g 











Once one gets a better picture of the 
overall situation it is easy to understand 
why this decision is critical to the pro- 
fileration of large parking garages in 
other villages. 
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The semantic and background in- 
formation necessary to refute the ‘‘as a 
right’’ argument is both hard to obtain 
and/or tricky to grasp. Those using 
those arguments haven’t been getting 
much rebuttal. 
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A pro-garage decision can, and pro- 
bably will be appealed, but for reasons 
expressed above the odds are pro- 
garage. 


Contesting this decision requires con- 
siderable time and effort. It is unlikely 
that in our other village/garage situa- 
tions people will be found who can and 
will give that amount of time to the pro- 
blems. 





Losing (or winning) at the ZBA sets 
legal precedent and would make it 
easier (or harder) for other 
right”’ accessory garages to be built. 


We have an excellent mayor, a 
building commissioner who is both open 
and honest, and capable and experienc- 
ed members on the ZBA.

Like Derow, whose interest in trains began with his enthusiasm for 
the now defunct Boston and Albany, many of RRB’s members became 
rail fans when they were children 

“All of a sudden, I just woke up one day when I was a little kid and I 
just loved trains,’ says John Erlich, a Cambridge advertising 
manager. ‘‘I've ridden every track of Amtrack that there is. I’ve been 
all over the country.”” 

Derow, Erlich and their fellow train worshipers display their en- 
thusiasm for railroads in a variety of ways: collecting model trains, 
reading trade magazines and books and gathering other railroad 
paraphernalia. But more than anything else, members love riding in 
trains. One man, who, ironically, is associated with aeronauties in- 
dustry, prefers railways over airplanes. ‘Planes are fine, but I don’t 
like traveling in them,” said the man, who prefered not give his name 
because he is associated with the airlines. 

Many RRE members are business professionals in technical fields, 
such as engineering, computer sciences and physics. These enthusia: 
carry with them their professional expertise on the technical opera- 
tions of a locomotive. 

Others joining the group are involved in medical professions, 
business and government. A former air force pilot, William

“I'm pretty much in agreement with the superintendent,’ Marcia 
Mitchell said. ‘I do feel that the public has a right to access of the 
names of semi-finalists.’ 

Mitchell stressed that semi-finalists’ names should only be released 
when they have been notified that their names are going to be made 
public. “And then, if you wish to do a profile or brief biography at that 
point, that seems reasonable to me,” she said. 

James Mnookin said he was concerned that if confidentiality is 
hype “people might not apply and, in the long run, Newton would be 
hurt."’ 

“T guess I agree with the initial agreement between The Graphicand 
Mr. Fink that he would release the names,”’ Mnookin said. 

Joseph Alexander, president of the Newton Taxpayers’ Association 
said that “up to this time we have not questionned the law, but there 
has been discussion among us as to whether the present withholding of 
names was in compliance with the law.”’ 

“At least tentatively, we doubt that it is in compliance with the law,” 
he said. 

Janet Goldrick, president of the Newton Teachers Association, said 
she has not heard negative or positive comments from other NTA 
members on the issue of releasing names. 

“I guess I'm neutral,’’ Goldrick said, ‘except in the fact that if that 
(disclosure of names) is going to be done, candidates should know 
about it.” 

“The way I see it is that I think the names should be out before the 
final meeting on Feb. 9 because if it gets out before then, there is time 
for public reaction. That’s my biggest concern,” said Conor Plunkett, 
former editor of the Newtonite, North High’s student newspaper which 
has also requested the names of final candidates.

Flu watchers optimistic 


ATLANTA (UPI) Flu watchers at 
the national Centers for Disease Control 
are cautiously optimistic that the up- 
coming influenza season will be a mild 
one. 

Where the unpredictable flu virus is 
concerned, however, they are hedging 
their bets 

Dr. Alan Kendall, a_ virologist 
specializing in influenza research at the 
CDC id in an interview that there 
were virtually no reports of flu activity 
in the United States this past summer 
and no buildup of cases during the past 
few months, 

“If that’s any indication, then maybe 
we will have a quiet winter,’’ he said. 
But, he added, ‘Of course, you never 
know with influenza.”’ 














Although influenza experts at the CDC 
don’t know for certain how severe or 
widespread this type of respiratory il- 
Iness will be in any given fall and winter, 
they do know what type of flu virus 
strains will be circulating. That 
knowledge is based primarily on what 
happened during the Southern 
Hemisphere's winter, which occurs dur- 
ing our summer. 


Kendall said two subtypes of the 
influenza-A virus, plus the B-Singapore

“It's the best barometer we've got,” 
said Kendall, ‘‘but of course it is not a 
reliable indicator of what might happen 
(in this country ).’’ Nothing has happen- 
ed in the Southern Hemisphere, Kendall 
said, ‘tthat would lead us to believe 
something unusual may occur.”’ 

It takes two weeks for the body to build 
up protection against flu viruses follow- 
ing vaccination. Persons for whom flu 
shots are recommended should get their 
immunizations as quickly as possible, 
Kendall said 

Symptoms of influenza include abrupt 
onset of fever, chills, headache, muscle 
pains and sometimes prostration. Nasal 
congestion and sore throat are common 
in the later stages of the disease and a 
cough is almost universal, often severe 
sted 
considered a dangerous disease 
because of the rapidity with which 
epidemics strike, the height of the attack 
rates and the seriousness of complica-

Store gasoline outside the house and 
well away from ignition sources

New car bumpers 
are holding up 


Since 1979 automakers have been re- 
quired to equip cars with bumpers that 
will allow the vehicle to get through a 5- | 
mph accident undamaged. But the Na- 
tional Highway Traffic Safety Ad- | 
ministration proposes to eliminate all | 
crash standards for rear bumpers and 
either eliminate the front-bumper stan- | 
dard or reduce it from 5 mph to 2.5 mph, 

In testing cars, Consumer Reports has 
rammed bumpe with a ‘“‘bumper 
basher’ — a heavy steel battering ram 
that cras into the bumper at 5 mph. | 
Before 1979, it was not unusual to have to 
replace the bumper following this test 
and make other repairs on what was 
often extensive damage, But on many 
new cars, auto-test engineers have 
found no visible damage after an en- 
counter with the basher. 

The Insurance Institute for Highway 
Safety got similar results in crash tests 
conducted last year. Out of 12 1980 cars 
that were crashed into a barrier at 5 | 
mph, not one car sustained damage. Ten 
years ago in the same test on 1972 
s, the damage averaged $200 per 
That would be more than $400 per 
at today’s repair prices. 

The new bumpers resulting from the 5- 
mph standard also pose smaller hazards 
to pedestrians, since they have a greater 
capacity to absorb the force of impact in 
an accident 

Under the law, NHTSA can roll back 
the bumper standard if it can show that | 
the cost of the standard outweighs its 
benefits, | 

NHTSA recently did a new cost-benefit 
analysis that the agency claims shows 
the 5-mph bumper standard isn’t worth 
it 

In assessing the cost of the regulation, 
one of tl tors figured in by NHTSA 
was the cost of the time it would take a 
consumer to negotiate repairs, deliver a 
car for repairs, arrange for other 
transportation while repairs were made | 
and get reimbursed by the insurance

‘Excessive force’ case now goes to DA 


WALTHAM Conflicting 
reports from police officers have 
sent an alleged ‘‘excessive force” 
arrest case at Lanai Island 
Restaurant Jan, 16. to the district 
attorney for action. 

The Middlesex County District 
Attorney’s office is also in- 
vestigating -an alleged death 
threat against one of the defen- 
dants who is filing a cross- 
complaint against police for 
assault and battery. 

Waltham Police Internal Af- 
fairs Officer Capt. John A. Benson 
said the district attorney has the 
power to grant immunity and 
order lie detector tests. 

When asked, Capt. Benson in- 
dicated there were conflicting 
reports from police officers on the 
scene the night of the arrest and 
the D.A.’s power to grant immuni- 
ty and order lie detector tests 
might resolve the situation. 

Capt. Benson called the news 
media in at 2 p.m. Friday, but 
there was a delay of about three 


quarters of an hour while Capt. 
Benson interviewed one of the 
women who claim to be witnesses 
to police using excessive force 
during the arrest of four Newton 
young men. Four civilian 
witnesses have come forward. 


Arrested were David Rines of 36 
Orchard Ave., William Connell of 
367 Albemarle Rd., James Martin 
Jr, of 11 Rossmere St. and James 
Kivlehan of 58 Warwick Rd., all of 
Newton. 

Rines and Connell face charges 
of assault and a battery on a 
police officer and disturbing the 
peace. Martin and Kivlehan are 
charged with disturbing the peace 
with Martin facing an additional 
charge of possession of mari- 
juana. 

Rines has asked for a cross- 
complaint of assault and battery 
against arresting officer Leonard 
Cincotta. The latter was on paid 
detail at the restaurant when it is 
alleged the youths started throw- 


ing bread, would not stop and 
finally resisted arrest in the case 
of Rines and Connell. 

Through his attorney William 
Matthews of Newton, Rines has 
alleged he received a phone threat 
last Wednesday in which the 
caller allegedly said, ‘If you don’t 
drop the charges against the 
police, you’re (expletive deleted) 
dead.” 

Matthews denied a published 
report that his client will allege 
the assault and battery took place 
inside the restaurant rather than 
outside. ‘‘My client will tell his 
story and point the finger,’ said 
Matthews. 

Rines says a bone under his eye 
was broken and Connell was 
treated at Waltham Hospital for a 
broken nose.

NEWTON A Department of 
Public Works request for $93,000 
to continue holiday trash collec- 
tion was approved by aldermen 
Monday night by a 20 to 1 vote. 


The Mann administration had 
originally planned to curtail the 
holiday collection at a savings of 
$90,000 to taxpayers, but the ser- 
vice was reinstated after union 
opposition last June. 


Mayor Theodore Mann and ad- 
ministration officials, however, 
never told aldermen of the deci- 
sion to reimplement holiday col- 
lection. As a result, the collection, 
eliminated by the board in budget 
hearings, has continued without 
funding until now. 


Alderman Rodney Barker, who 
“chartered” (halted debate on) 
the request at the 24 member 
legislative body’s last meeting, 
was the sole opponent to the over- 
time request. 


Barker, who has repeatedly 
protested overtime appropria- 
tions, said he is ‘‘frustrated”’ with 
the “‘draining’’ of city funds by 
overtime.

Dr. Marcus says she first treated the baby hours after he 
was born. ‘He was rejected by his mother at birth and would have died 
had he not received prompt medical attention,’’ she says, since rejec- 
tion is a common phenomenon among female gorillas born in captivity 
“Not having been raised with other females, they simply don't know 
how to nurture their young.”’

Workshop feels 
the budget axe

NEWTON CORNER - Lee Miller says the cerebral palsy workshop 
on Centre Street is in ‘really bad shape. 

“It’s going from day-to-day.”’ 

But staffer Kevin Lynch corrects him: “‘I think it’s hour-to-hour 
now.” 

The workshop based in the former Methodist Church serves about 
30 multiple handicapped adults in-house and over 900 through com- 
munity programs but, like other social service agencies, its funding 
appears headed toward rock bottom, staffers say. 

Officially called Massachusetts Cerebral Palsy of Greater Boston, 
the workshop deals with a unique clientele, according to Lynch. 

“We're talking about the 20% (of the multiple handicapped) that 
gets left out,’’ he said last week. ‘‘A lot of them have been institu- 
tionalized but then they’re mainstreamed into the community. 


‘How many cake sales or Las Vegas 
nights can you have to pay for 
everything. .’ 


The funding problems for the workshop, which teaches printing, 
woodworking and office skills, comes as much from cutbacks in 
allocation of state funding as from an increasingly tight pocketbook 
in private sector donations. 

Cerebral palsy usually stems from problem births when an infant 
does not receive sufficient oxygen, Lynch said. The 500-plus clients 
of the local workshop suffer not only from disabilities limiting their 
mobility and dexterity but most also have combined problems with 
learning or speech disabilities or emotional problems. 

Many clients who work in the basement of the old church were 
once institutionalized or worked in community-based workshops 
which generally required some type of daily production quota,

NEWTON— Newton residents Geoffrey May and David Boudreau, 
who two weeks ago helped rescue two hikers trapped in the snow of 
New Hampshire’s White Mountains, are quite modest about the vital 
role they played in the rescue efforts 
“The way I see it, we were at the right place at the right time,’ 
May, a 24- r-old from Newton Corner 
Boudreau and May, who for several days had been vacationing in the 
mountains, spent more than hour hiking through the snow in pursuit of 
the two young climbers, who had been missing for three days. The pair 
did not know that one man with a rescue team already died in an at 
tempt to find the missing boys.

Boudreau and May immediately administered 
emergency first aid and spent another hour awaiting help from a 
helicopter rescue crew. Eventually, a paramedic arrived and with his 
help, Boudreau and May rried the boys to the helicopter and safety.

experienced hikers with several years experience. May, a graduate 
student in geology at Idaho State University, has hiked through British 
Columbia and throughout the United te: 

“The experience reenforced my feelings that you should know the 
area you're hiking through,”’ said Boudreau, who stressed that the two 
lost climbers weren't familiar with the area or equiped to hike under 
the weather conditions. 








Two days before their rescue effort, a girl came by their camp and 
said two climbers were missing. On Tuesday, the same girl returned, 
announcing that she located the two boys, who were trapped by the 
snow and huddled under a boulder. 

“TI got out a map and made sure we knew exactly where we were £0 
ing,"’ said May. ‘‘We made sure that we didn’t go too fast either, so we 
wouldn't jeopardize ourselves. We didn’t want to be tired and out of 
breath when we got there. We wanted to be useful." 





No one else had arrived when they finally got to the boys, said May. 
“One of the guys was in pretty good shape. He could talk to us. The 
other guy was in bad condition, almost delerious. He could only mum- 
ble,’ said May, who added that the boys clothes were frozen to his 
body. 

“We took off his frozen clothes and put on him our wool shirts and

“Thad no formal training, just reading on hypothermia and mountain 
rescue,”’ said Boudreau. ‘I did keep a cool head through it all, and a lot 
of things came back to me,’’ added Boudreau. “I can’t think of 
anything I'd do differently.”’ 


May’s emergency flairs alerted a helicopter, which air-dropped a 
paramedic one hour later. Another hour later, they carried the boys toa 
site several yards away, were a helicopter lifted them to safety. Even 
after their 3 1/2-hour effort, Boudreau and May stili had another two- 
hour hike back from the mountain summitt.‘‘I was pretty tired. I took 
alot out of me,”’ said May. 








According to Boudreau, the teenagers made an unwise decision by 
climbing up to the mountain's summit in sub-degree weather and snow 
that was shoulder-deep. ‘‘Experience has taught me not to take those 
kinds of risks,"’ stressed Boudreau 





Still, both feel they would be able to do it again. ‘We

Editorials 


What's the point? 


What is the point of a newspaper pursu- 
ing release of a list of applicants’ names 
for the second most important school 
department job in the city of Newton? 

Is it, as one letter to the editor claims 
this week, simply a grandstand play, 
pushing an issue just to make a point? 

Or is it that a newspaper, as a represen- 
tative of the public, simply doesn’t like 
surprises? Is it that a newspaper, which is 
charged with covering the news and lives 
of taxpayers in this city doesn’t like to sit 
outside a process and wait for one neatly- 
wrapped package to be left at the School 
Committee’s door while all the other 
choices are sent back to the store without a 
word? 

A move, through a request under the 
state’s Freedom of Information Act, to 
gain release of the names of applicants for 
the Newton North High School principal’s 
job brought a negative response from 
Superintendent Aaron Fink last week. 
Fink and City Solicitor Daniel Funk both 
deserve credit for treating this ‘‘grands- 
tand”’ play with respect and seriousness, 
even though they came down on the other 
side of the issue. 

Fink and the ad hoc committee have un- 
doubtedly worked hard and with the best of 
intentions toward choosing a replacement 
for Principal Richard Mecham. But 
through it all what has the public learned 
of the process of choosing, the qualifica- 
tions of the 96-odd applicants or the 
“draw’’ of Newton’s school system reputa- 
tion which induced so many applicants? 

What has the public learned about the 
range of experience, diversity of educa- 
tional philosophies or enthusiasm of any of 
the applicants? In a nutshell, nothing. 

Superintendent Fink, to his credit, says 
he will discuss ‘‘exactly where we are” in 
the interview stage this week. Presumably 
one or more good candidates will come out 
of the series of interviews and the School 
Committee will give its stamp of approval. 

Quite honestly, a request for interven- 
tion by the Secretary of State’s office will 
probably bring a response too far down the 
road. But what exactly has the public 
learned of the process and people charged 
with choosing this new principal? 

Only the public can look at the facts to 
answer that one. 


Cutting kickbacks 


Conscience doesn’t figure much in settl- 
ing up on taxes, either with your Uncle 
Samuel or the Commonwealth’s collector. 
Everyone has a bit of larceny in his heart 
when it comes time to pay tribute in coin to 
the government, what with all those 
bureaucratic excesses and pork barreling 
as justification. 

L. Joyce Hampers, the state’s revenue 
chief, is giving short shrift to this kind of 
rationalization. She is taking aim on those 
who have been committing outright fraud. 

Look at your state form and there it is on 
the first page in a paragraph labeled 
Notice—Underground Economy Income. 
Hampers’ warning refers to familiar eva- 
sions, like side commissions, kickbacks 
and moonlighting jobs, but zeroes in on the 
criminal set as well. Thieves, gamblers 
and the proprietors or tradesmen who do 
cash skimming are targets. 

The tax chief is by no means naive. 

Her intent is to strike fear of prosecution 
for perjury and fraud in as many trimmers 
as possible. We commend her for spelling 
it out so plainly. It might bring a lot more 
dollars into the till.

We realize it is difficult to comply par- 
ticularly in the situation of screening can- 
didates for city jobs. We agree that making 
public the names of all applicants does not 
serve the public interest. However, with 
foresight and an understanding of the laws 
regarding open meetings and public records, 
the privacy of the initial group of applicants 
can be maintained. 

Both the public interest and the effective 
operation of the subcommittee would be 
enhanced by compliance with this law. The 
public needs to know about the methods of 
recruitment, the criteria used to judge can- 
didates, division of responsibilities on the com- 
mittee, its calendar, and the names and par- 
ticulars of its most seriously considered can- 
didates (semi-finalists and up). 

We recommend that you consult with other 
communities which have successfully chosen 
new superintendents while observing the open 
meeting law and hope that you will instruct the 
Superintendent Selection Committee to hold 
open sessions as soon as possible, in order to 
validate any decisions which they may have 
already taken.

I disagree strongly with your position on making public the names of 
the applicants for the Newton North High School principal's position 
While you may be correct in saying there is a possibility of misinter 
pretation of state law, I think you are way off base in arguing that the 
public interest would be served by releasing the names of the ap

Newspapers throughout the country have, in recent years, been try 
ing to make the recruitment process for important public positions 
more open and above board. This is laudatory when it is seriously done 
in the interests of (a) preventing some shady dealings and (b) enhanc 
ing the possibility of getting better people to apply and serve in critical 
governmental positions, But when newspapers take up the cause of 
openness with the obvious intent of generating headlines and harassing 
the sincere efforts of those doing the recruiting, then the public interest 
isn’t being served at ali 

From all appearances the Tribune and the Graphic have jumped on 
Mr. Fink not because they feel he isn’t coming up with a lot of great 
candidates for the principalship and not because they think he is doing 
something unethical or corrupt, but simply because they want to have 
the absolute letter of the public records law carried out. Both papers 
apparently haven't asked the critical question of whether Mr. Fink's 
procedures will, in fact, lead to the hiring of the best principal 
available. That is the real issue to be discussed, not the very secondary 
and somewhat irrelevant issue of the public's “right to know." Yes, the 
public has a “right to know” all the important facts about all public 
decisions, but the public also has the right to expect its government of 
ficials to appoint the most qualified people to be found to important 
pos If accomplishing the latter requires that some records not be 
made public right away, then the first right must be set aside tem 
porarily. We should applaud Mr. Fink for the fine job he is doing rather

Last week The Graphic published an article entitled “A Parking 
Garage in Every Village?“ 

The important message in that painstakingly prepared document 
which I had submitted to The Graphic was that with a little background 
information anybody who studies the zoning ordinances can see that if 
the Building Commissioner issues a permit for the building of the 
Druker parking garage in Newton Corner that that action per se will 
almost certainly open the door to the illegal building of parking 
garages in many if not most of the villages in the city. Moreover, these 
garages can and will be built without aldermanic or citizen approval. 

In what appears to have been a hurried attempt to convert what was 
admittedly a long and complex article to newspaper format, critical 
paragraphs were deleted, sentences were changed, and important 
modifiers were left out. The result was that my message was altered to 
what was essentially meaningless gibberish. 

Paraphrased, the published message said: Some nut thinks Druker’s 
garage is illegal and only God and a team of lawyers can figure out if he 
is right and how that illegality could or would have any effect outside of 
Newton Corner. 

It seems to me that it is important that a city have a means by which 
citizens can express points of view on important issues. In addition it 
seems that when these views deal with complex subjects it is important 
that they be presented accurately and precisely. There are apparently 
practical problems in accomplishing that objective and it is worth 
noting-that in this case The Graphic was a long way from meeting that 
challenge.

dozen finalists for the job which 
currently pays over $40,000 to 
Mecham, saying he preferred to 
consult City Solicitor Daniel Funk 
on whether or not the names were 
open to public scrutiny 

The 24-member ad hoc principal 
search committee, which includes 
Superintendent Fink, was ex- 
pected to meet last night (Tues- 
day, Feb. 9) to discuss previous 
candidate interviews 

On Friday Fink said, ‘After 
that (meeting) I will be glad to tell 
you exactly where we are” but 
would not say specifically how 
many names might be released or 
if any public interviews of can- 
didates would take place 

Following Fink’s refusal to open 
up the list of names The Graphic 
made a written request, under the 
State's Freedom of Information 
Act, citing previous rulings by the 
supervisor of public records that 
the names of all applicants for 
public positions were open to the 
public 

The request was for all names 
of applicants for the job. Fink, in 
turn, consulted City Solicitor 
Funk and made a written denial of 
the request 

In a telephone interview Thurs- 
day Fink referred to the request 
and his written response and 
noted, “‘I did not want to convey a 
‘I'm just going to stick to my guns 
attitude’."” 

Fink reiterated his original con- 
tention about releasing names 
saying, ‘I am concerned about 
the legitimate protection of 
privacy (of the applicants).”’ 

He said after the ad hoc com- 
mittee meets as a whole and 
reviews the applications again he 
would consider releasing some 
names. 

“The only problem I might have 
is that I might have to contact 





some people and indicate what in 
formation I'm releasing,” he said 

Somebody may say at that point 
‘I'm not going to jeopardize my 
job.’ There are one or two people 
in that position.” 

Attorney O'Brien said she could 
not give a date when the super- 
visor of public records might 
review Fink’s refusal but said 
that in early January, Igoe had 
issued an advisory determination 
to the secretary of state “saying 
the resumes of all applicants are 
public.” That determination was 
made following a request for 
resumes of applicants for the 
directorship of the state Office of 
Campaign and Political Finance 

City Solicitor Funk, who advis- 
ed Fink on The Graphic’s request, 
said Friday he issued his opinion 
on the grounds that the written re- 
quest was for the names of all 96 
applicants 

Funk said, ‘‘I know the super- 
visor of public records has his own 
views” on what constitutes public 
records,” adding, “I don't really 
agree with the position they seem 
to take 

In relation to rulings made by 
former Supervisor Frederick 
Gumbs, which supported com- 
plete access by the public to 
names of applicants for govern- 
ment jobs, Funk said, ‘It seems 
Gumbs went out of his way to 
disagree (with official assertions 
that certain records were 
private). We don’t think his deci- 
sions are well reasoned.” 

Both the city solicitor and Fink 
have pointed to what has been 
called a ‘‘grey a ’ in guidelines 
for releasing information to the 
public in the case of applicants. 

“Every time this thing (public 
records issue) comes up I try very 
much to really look at it and say 
what would a court do in this 
case,”’ Funk said.

Contract for home, city alarms 


Firm fails in try to reopen alarm bids

NEWTON An attempt by a 
disgruntled vendor to reopen the 
bidding procedure on a_ police 
department home alarm monitor- 
ing system was ignored by the 
aldermanie Public Safety Com- 

mittee Monday night. 

Stanley Macht, president of the 
Waltham-based ND Security 
Company, claimed his firm was 
unable to bid because of reference 
guidelines set up by the city, a 
lack of specifity and general con- 
fusion with the bid specifications. 

ND Security Company, which 
has operated the home alarm 
system in the city for 11 years, 
submitted a “protest” letter to the 
City Purchasing Agent instead of 
a bid. The tem is operated out 
of the city police station at no cost 
to taxpayers. 

Macht, who called the public 
bidding a “disgrace and farce” 
would not comment Monday on 
whether his company would pur- 
sue a course of legal action. 








Despite the protest by Macht 
and a general agreement by 
aldermen that the bid specifica- 
tions ‘should have been clearer,” 
the committee felt that the com- 
pany had time to clear up an 
misunderstandings. The vote w 
four to one for no action on the re- 
quest 

Said Chairman Joseph DePas- 
quale: “I have a feeling that a 
mistake was made but whether or 





not it’s justification to rebid is 
questionable."’ 

ND did have the specs by 
January 6 (they were due Jan 
20),’" continued DePasquale 
‘The specifications were not so 
out of line to throw out the whole 
proposal.”

behaved and that caring for him is very much like caring for a human. 
The gorilla lunches on vegetables, monkey chow, and of course, 
bananas. He is bottlefed and wears disposable diapers. 

There are similarities and striking differences betwen the develop- 
ment of a child and a gorilla, according to Dr. Marcus. ‘‘The gorilla’s 
physical development was very human-like in the beginning. In fact he 
developed more quickly than a child would, At six months, he was able, 
to sit up, stand and crawl, which most humans aren't able to do until 
they are about 8-to-10 months old.”” 

In the meantime, zoo authorities are actively searching for a 
playmate for the baby, since peer contact is essential for his social 
development, So far the zoo hasn't had any luck in locating a friend , 
since gorillas are rapidly becoming an endangered species, and zoos 
are reluctant to give up their babies. | 

Even if a friend is found, the long-range goal is to reunite the baby | 
with his mother, Gigi, and father, Sam.

Youth alcoholis addressed

NEWTON— “I’m not an alcoholic. I 
have problems with drinking, but not 
to the extent that I’m an alcoholic,” 
says an 18-year-old junior from 
Newton North High School. 

The young woman who, along with 
other teens in a youth alcoholic pro- 
gram, did not give her name, was 
placed in the program because of 
drinking problem. Though she admits 
to drinking at least three 6-packs of 
beer everytime she drinks, she still 
doesn’t think she is an alcoholic. The 
group counselors disagree. 

“Their perception is twisted,’ says 
Joan Green, one of the founders of the 
Wallace/Green Youth Alcohol Pro- 
gram. “They say ‘I drank three 6- 
packs, but I wasn’t drunk,’’ notes 
Green. 


One of the main goals of the pro- 
gram, which was established by 
Green, Arthur Wallace, a teacher at 
North, and District Court Judge 
Monte Basbas, is to make teenagers 
realize that alcohol is a problem for 
them, since they often don’t recognize 
it themselves. 


“We are trying to open them up, so 
they see what alcohol has done to 
them. They don’t see the connection,” 
says Matt Green, also a _ teen 
counselor. Inside the spacious 
-classroom, Green walked over to a 
blackboard and in large wrote, 
“DENIAL.” Pointing to the word, 
Green said, ‘‘That’s what it is.”’ 


Most of the teenagers in the group 
have appeared before Judge Basbas 
in Newton District, following their ar- 
rest for drunk driving and/or other 
criminal offences in which alcohol 
played a role. If sufficient facts are 
found against the young offenders, 
Basbas automatically sends them 
through the youth program, provided 
the offender is 14-20 years-old, a 


Newton resident, and has 
graduated from high school. 

“No ands, ifs or buts about it,’ 
Basbas, who praises the prog 
an excellent teaching 
young people. 

“We have to mold and guide young 
minds. When their older, it’s harder to 
change them,’ ; Basbas. The pro- 
gram is more su ful than other 
alcohol groups, says Basbas, because 
the teens are with other people their 
age, and consequently feel more at 
ease with their peers. In letters to 
Basbas, teens said that they benefited 
more from the youth program 
because in groups where older adults 
are present, teens are often pushed in 
the background. 

However, the teens are still re- 
quired to attend the Alcohol Safety 
Alternative Program (ASAP) while 
attending the youth program. In addi- 
tion, the youth program requires that

the teens also attend Alcoholics 
Anonymous. 
Wallaces s that during the ses- 





sions, the teens usually talk openly 
about their drinking experiences. 


“They’re pretty honest,’’ says 
Wallace. Though the counselors 
stress, that like other problem 


drinkers, they don’t often realize that 
their drinking has made their lives 
unmanageable. 

During a group session last week, 
teens discussed their most recent 
drinking experience. The 18-year-old 
girl told the others that she recently 
had an experience where she was too 
drunk to drive, ‘‘But the guy I was 
with was worse, he was ready to pass 
out,’’ so she drove the car while she 
was drunk. 


The girl spoke openly, telling the 
others that she started drinking with 
her younger sister when she was 11- 
years-old and her sister was 9-years- 
old . She drank heavily for several 
years. The girl stopped drinking

said the girl, who left 
home at age 12. She recently returned 
and is being counseled for problems 
at home. She's also trying to cope with 
her drinking problem. 

“T like the group. It helps me alot 
because it’s small. I don't like to be 
with alot of kids. And Mrs. Green 
helps me alot with my problems at 
home.” 

For some of the teens, having 
alcoholic parents makes coping with 
alcohol themselves more difficult. A 
15-year-old boy who was arrested with 
friends after they stole a car while the 
bunch were drunk, has alcoholic 
parents, according to Joan Green. 
Green stressed that it’s a painful 
situation for the boy, but believes the 
group sessions are therapeutic for 
him. 

Most of the teens follow through 
with their 4-sessions-per-week, one 
year program. The greatest motiva- 
tion is the knowledge that they will be 
surrendered back to the court if they 
do not keep their commitment. If a 
teen has a poor attendence record in 
the program, goes to school drunk or 
“high,” fights in school or damages 
school property, he or she must ap- 
pear again before Basbas who 
automatically makes a finding of guil- 
ty, and the offender also loses his 
license for one year and pays a fine. 

“I'd like to see the program expand- 
ed, so that 18-22 year-olds who have 
graduated high schoo] can join the 
group. Let them pay the cost of the 
program,” said Basbas. 

Furhter evidence that the program 
is working came from a young man, 
who has completed the program but 
still attends and listens in on the ses:

“We have received a great many applica- 
tions from enthusiastic men and women who 
are anxious to help their community with 
crime prevention, However, there are still 
openings available and we encourage in- 
terested persons who haven't yet done so to ap- 
ply,’’ Chief Quinn said. 

The Auxiliary Police are uniformed officers 
who patrol in marked, radio equipped 
cruise They are normally unarmed but are 
trained in firearms use and have been issued 
permits to carry.

Outdoor Camping Tips 
Nothing is as exhilarating as go- 
ing on a well-planned outing in the 
snow, but everyone should know 
certain things like the importance 
of keeping in body warmth. It is 
vitally important to cover head, 
ears because 50 percent of your 
body heat can be lost that way. 
Wear mitts rather than glovers so 
fingers can keep each other 
warm.

He recently joined the defense team of 
Waltham Doctor Arif Hussain, convicted last 
summer of raping a Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital nurse.

Frank renews 7 candidates view second spot

NEWTON Congressman Barney 
D-Mass., last week renewed his call 
that Soviet officials immediately grant exit 
visas to seven Pentecostals and their families 
who took refuge in the U.S. embassy in 1978 in 
an effort to leave the Soviet Union 





Frank, in a letter to Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev, also asked Soviet authorities to 
release Penetcostal hunger striker Lidiya 
Vashchenko from a Moscow hospital as soon 
as she has recovered from the effects of 
fasting since late December. Frank asked his 
colleagues to join him in signing the letter to 
Brezhnev and another to President Reagan 


Lidiya, 31, and her mother, Augustina 
Vashchenko, 52, embarked on the hunger 
strike to protest and dramatize the refusal of 
Soviet officials to grant them permission to 
emigrate to a nation where they would be free 
from religious persecution. Five members of 
the Vashchenko family and two members of 
the Chmykhalov family have lived in the base- 
ment of the U.S. embassy since June 1978 





Frank is the House sponsor of a joint resolu- 
tion which calls on the Soviet Union to grant 
the seven exit visas. At Frank’s request last 
week, the House Human Rights Subcommittee 
agreed to expedite consideration of the resolu- 
tion, moving it from March to Feb. 10. 





“The tragedy that has befallen the Siberian 
Seven must end,” Frank said. “‘We must not 
duck our responsibility to free peoples 
everywhere by becoming complacent in our 
dealings with the Soviets. 








“We must assure the Soviet Union that we 
will never grow tolerant of the continuing 
violations of basic human rights and the denial 
of simple religious freedom,” ank added. 





Frank asked Brezhnev that, pending receipt 





of exit visas for the Vashchenko and 
Chykhalov families, Lidiya Vashcenko be 
allowed to return to the safety of the U.S. em- 





bassy as soon as she is able to leave Moscow's 
Botkin Hospital. And Frank, who obtained the 
signatures of 114 other House members on the 
joint resolution, asked Brezhnev to take the 
steps necessary to grant the seven exit visas. 











Meanwhile, in a separate letter to President 
Reagan, Frank asked the President to raise 
the issue of the Pentecostals with the Soviet 
government. Discussions of the case occurred 
recently at the ministry level. 


“Your interest and concern over the fate of 
the seven...is sincerely appreciated,” Frank 
said in his letter to Reagan. The Fourth 
District Congressman asked that Reagan con- 
tinue to work on behalf of the seven by issuing 
another statement in support of their petition 
to emigrate.

NEWTON - Meet “‘the lovely" Jack Cole, a nationally-known and 
respected Boston television reporter who spoke his mind, on air, just

Cole, a Newton resident, made headlines within the industry with his 
famous line before a commercial break: ‘We'll be right back with 
more alleged news.’

NEWTON — New property tax impact notices went in the mail Tues- 
day. Approximately 22,000 homeowners in the city should receive 
notices by the end of the week, according to Chief Assessor Harold 
Brady. 


Brady said Tuesday that 8,600 were mailed that afternoon and the 
rest mailed today (Wednesday, Feb. 17). 


For information on your tax impact 
notice, or to set up an informal hear- 
ing, call 552-7331. 


The notices are the result of an accelerated revaluation that began 
last May and cost the city nearly $1 million. The notices are based on an 
estimated tax rate of $22.10 - a drop from last year’s rate of $177 per 
$1,000 of & ed value. 

Under the revaluation, however, the average assessment for single 
and two family homes is expected to skyrocket from 700 to 800 percent. 
The city received initial certification of residential values last Wednes- 
day from the state Department of Revenue. The city must still receive 
approval of commercial values aand final certification. 

Brady said the estimated $22.10 tax rate is not final and ‘‘it could 
possibly go down a bit depending on our final valuation totals after ad- 
justments 

The notices, originally scheduled to be mailed by Jan. 1, include a 
comparison of the homeowner's actual 1981 property tax bill and 
estimated 1982 property taxe: he actual tax bill for 1982 will be mail- 
edin April. 

The city was considering using a mailing house to send out the 
notices faster, but the high cost prevented it, according to Brady. 

Brady did not know when the last revaluation was completed and im- 
plemented in Newton. A revaluation was conducted in 1974, but was not

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Program to help 
isolation is created 


WEST NEWTON The absence of uncles, 
aunts, cousins, and grandparents represents a 
serious threat to urban families, according to 
Dr. Gerry Krick. Many family problems result 
from a sense of isolation created because 
relatives live too far away to be helpful 

An Extended Family Program is being 
organized to deal with this problem by pro- 
viding foster aunts, uncles, cousins and grand- 
parents for families who see the need for such 
relationships. Not just families, but single 
parents and single people have much to gain 
from this program. Children with only one 
parent will have the opportunity to build a 
close relationship with substitute fathers or 
mothers. 

Flexibility will characterize the program, 
Dr. Krick says. Those who are interested will 
meet with others to decide how much time 
they would like to spend together and how that 
time will be spent. House parties, picnics, trips 
and other informal activities will alllow people 
to get to know each other so that eventually 
group support will be available if some per- 
sonal or family need arises. 


Children have only two parents as adult 
models. As Margaret Mead writes: ‘‘The child 
who, temperamentally and in terms of his 
gifts, matches neither parent, may grow up 
isolated, alien, and lost unless by some chance 
he or she finds a different model in some 
parent substitute.’ Both children and adults 
need close friends of different ages outside the 
family. The Extended Family Program can 
provide such friendships.

tion. Levenson said Friday, ‘I'm very excited and proud to be 
recommended for the position.” 

With declining enrollment and tight budgets, Levenson said, 
“There are a lot of challenges ahead for the Newton schools and I am 
pleased that I will be working as part of that” is she is approved by 
the School Committee 

If the committee does not approve Fink's recommendation of 
Levenson it must then ask the superintendent for a second recom 
mendation.

Audit just shows 
the T’s true colors 


As if the recent conviction of former 
MBTA Chairman Barry Locke didn’t 
discourage commuters and taxpayers 
about the chances of cleaning up the ‘T’ the 
state auditor last week released a scathing 
report on mismanagement and abuse at 
the transportation authority. 

As reported in Newton-area dailies, 
Auditor John J. Finnegan reported a list of 
questionable contracts, fare revenue shor- 
tages, overtime abuses and waste which 
may have cost the T more than $26 million 
in recent years. 

Newton, according to the audit, shelled 
out about $3.39 million to help support the 
transit system in 1980. 

The audit report reads like a book about 
people who thought the cash register was 
bottomless. 

In 1977, the audit says, a contract was 
awarded with an estimate that the design 
for the southwest corridor Red Line exten- 
sion would cost $18 million. The estimated 
cost has soared to more than $47 million. 
Nearly $5.3 million was spent to buy and 
install three boilers at the South Boston 
power plant, Finnegan said, but the pro- 
ject was abandoned when 80% complete 
because a power study committee recom- 
mended buying power from Boston 
Edison. 

A research corporation was paid $50,000 
to study the public’s attitude toward the T. 
As Finnegan said in the audit, ‘“The MBTA 
doesn’t have to pay anybody for this in- 
formation. All they have to do is spend 10 
minutes talking to commuters during rush 
hour at Park Street Station.” 

The list goes on. A bus driver’s $15,500 in 
overtime brought his annual pay to over 
$42,000. A token collector tallied over 
$20,000 in overtime in one year, boosting 
his annual pay to over $43,000. 

Two revenue auditors’ jobs were created 
by the T in 1980 - and never filled. 

And the list just keeps going on and on. 

The auditor’s prime recommendation is 
that ‘All of the authority’s activities 
should be strictly monitored and controll- 
ed and a strong and independent internal 
audit function should be established.” 

Getting the T on the right track is long 
overdue, if not too late. 

The reputation of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts for spawning corrupt politi- 
cians, promoting patronage as a way of 
life and not even being capable of getting a 
bus from point ‘A’ to point ‘B’ on time is 
surely reinforced by this audit report. 

Perhaps the MBTA system should just 
be shut down and preserved as an example 
for other cities on how not to run a transit 
system.

To stop payment of legal fees 


Judge considers 


dismissal

CAMBRIDGE A Middlesex Superior 
Court Judge last week took under advisement 
motions to dismiss a taxpayer’s suit to stop the 
city from picking up a $10,000 bill for Mayor 
Theodore Mann's private attorney 

The $10,000 was approved by aldermen last 
December for Mann's defense in a $1.1 million 
lawsuit filed by his former secretary - Diana 
Ossinger. The taxpayer's suit was initiated by 
a Newton businessman, Vincent Filippone, 
and approximately 28 other taxpaye 

Ossinger, Mann's secretary for nearly eight 
years until she was fired in March 1980, has 
charged that she was illegally terminated and 
is steking damages. The West Newton woman 
was acquitted in October 1980 of stealing 
$24,000 from Mann over nearly a four year 
period by cashing his paychecks at the City 
Hall Treasurer's Office. 

Judge Charles Alberti also took under ad- 
visement a ‘‘dec motion by an at- 
torney for the taxpayers seeking a ruling 
against city payment of Mann's legal fees. The 
suit brought by taxpayer's names aldermen, 
city offici and Mann’s Boston Attorney, Ed- 
ward Barshak, as defendants. 

Barshak took over the case last summer 
after City Solicitor Daniel Funk refused to 
represent the mayor because of a ‘‘conflict of 
interest.”’ Funk told aldermen that he could be 
called as a witness in the suit against Mann, 

City attorney Kathleen Torres and Boston 
attorney Anthony Doniger, representing Bar- 
shak, both argued that the city is required to 
pay for Mann's private attorney under a city 
ordinance insuring municipal officials. Both 
attorneys made motions to dismiss the tax- 
payer's complaint. 

Donigar said: “‘It is wholly irrational to re- 
quire an official who would otherwise be 
répresented to pay his own legal fees because 
the: city solicitor can not represent him 
bécause of a conflict of interest.’’ He called op- 
posing arguments ‘‘crazy,”” 

Under the ordinance, city officials are in- 
sured for up to $1 million in any civil rights suit 
brought against them in the ‘‘scope’’ of their 
employment. 

Arthur Goldsmith, attorn: 
contended that because Md 
negligent” in firing Ossinger, the city is 
quired to pay his legal bills under the or- 
dinance. 

Claiming she learned of her firing on the car 
radio, Ossinger has accused Mann of ter- 
minating her in ‘‘a manner that can only be 
characterized as intentional, willful and gross- 
ly negligent” in an affidavit filed in the tax- 
payer's suit. 

In an opposing affidavit, Mann swore that he 
fired Ossinger because ‘‘our relations had 
deteriorated to the point where I felt I could no 
longer keep her employed as my confidential 
secretary.’’ Mann also swore that he ‘‘believ- 
ed” he had the “right’’ to terminate Ossinger"’ 
and that he has not spoken with her since. 

Goldsmith contended that Mann was acting 
outside the scope of official employment when 
he requested Ossinger to deposit his 
paychecks in his credit union account, 

In his brief, Goldsmith wrote; *‘The mayor 
may be hard pressed to explain why giving his 
secretary his payroll checks to cash or deposit 
in his personal credit union account is within 
his officials duties as mayor...And to argue

Judge Alberti responded: ‘‘I suggest you are 
begging the question. You are dealing with a 
public official who has a city solicitor and legal 
counsel.”’ 

Alberti also took under advisement a motion 
by Goldsmith requesting the city pay $3,000 in 
legal bills resulting from the complaint and 
that the taxpayer's suit be held without a deci- 
sion until the $1.1 million Ossinger suit against 
Mann is resolved.

Lecture about anti-Semitism at South

NEWTON CENTRE “Anti-Semitism, cen 
turies old, is alive today,’’ according to 


Newton resident Leonard Zakim, civil rights 
director of the regional Anti-Defamation 
League 

Harassment, assaults and vandalism aimed 
at Jews are on the rise nationwide with the 
number of assaults alone increasing from 112 
in 1980 to 350 in 1982, Zakim said using 
statistics from an ADL survey 

Appearing as part of Newton South High's 
Enrichment Program Series, Zakim told an 
audience composed of over 40 students 
teachers and residents that reports of van 
dalism (accompanied by sv ikas or other 
anti-Jewish epithets) and harassment are up 
also up nationwide from 377 incidents reported 
to the ADL in 1980 to 974 in 1981. 

Zakim cited numerous acts of prejudice 
against Jews in this country and abroad, but 
said, in this country, there will not be a crisis 
such as the Holocaust if people ‘understand 
that there are laws on the books’’ and speak 
out. Organizations such as the Ku Klux Klan 
and the National Socialist White People’s Par 
ty are not the danger to Jews, but indifference 
, Zakim said 

‘It's not the extremists that bother us 
much,"’ he said. “It’s the indifference of 
everybody else.” 

In Zakim’'s estimation, Newton has little pro- 
blem with anti-Semitism. He credited a ‘‘very 
sensitive police department,” the mayor, the 
School Committee and the school administra- 
tion with restraining growth of prejudice 
against Jews, blacks or other minorities by 
making “it clear that neither anti-Semitism 
nor racism will be tolerated.” 

“That stands in sharp contrast to other com 
munities where perpetrators of such acts have 
at least tacit acceptance from the rest of the 
community,”’ he said. 

Noting that national membership of the 
KKK is estimated at 10,500 by the ADL and 
that there are less than 2,000 ‘‘active neo- 
Nazis” in the United States, Zakim said that 85 
percent of anti-Semitic incidents reported to 
the ADL ‘tare committed by young people.” 

This is the ‘‘most frightening aspect” of the 
rise of anti-Semitism, Zakim said 

Most of these incidents are considered 
misdemeanors, but Zakim, an attorney, said 
the ADL is among organizations fighting for 
tougher penalities for these kinds of racist acts 
against Jews and other minorities. 

“For the most part, kids pick up on things 
they are hearing at home,”’ he said. ‘I think it 
is a great mistake on the part of law enforce- 
ment, particularly, but also parents, to look on 
these activities as pranks because they are 
not. They area very serious matter.”’ 

Zakim said the economy, unemployment 
and inflation are, historically, ‘‘bad omens for 
minority groups.”’ 

In times when the economy is bad, ment is 
up, inflation is up, people begin to get very in- 
secure about their future. When people feel 
that things are out of their own control,’ he 
stressed, ‘‘ they seek scapegoats 

“Traditionally, Jews and blacks and other 
minorities have been targeted as those 
scapegoats,’ Zakim continued, ‘‘When your 
job security is threatened, when the dream of 
owning a home is made impossible by high 
mortage rates, you become even more focused 
on your own life, and, consequently your indif- 
ference to the status of others grow:

Currently, Massachusetts is rated fourth 
highest in the nation in terms of anti-Semitic 
incidents, according to Zakim. 


“The important thing is to report it because

When people ‘‘suffer in silence,’ Zakim 
stressed, ‘‘it only helps it (prejudice) grow.”

Newton Health Club =

NEWTON The owner of the Newton 
Health Club, who faces trial in Middlesex 





Superior Court on prostitution charges, has 
won his appeal for a license to continue 
operating in Newton Upper Falls 

Following a Dec. 12 police raid which 
resulted in the arrests of three women and 
club owner, Robert A. McIntosh, Newton 
Health Commissioner Bernice Joyal denied 

* the club’s application for a license 

Joyal has maintained that the denial of the 
license application was unrelated to the ar- 
rests of the women on charges of soliciting for 
prostitution and McIntosh on the charge of 
maintaining a house of prostitution. She cited 
three alleged violations of regulations as her 
original grounds for denying the licen, 

In light of evidence presented at ¢ 
hearing before Joyal, the commissioner lz 
week overturned her ruling, but warned McIn- 
tosh, a 41-year-old Burlington resident, that 
the three alleged violations were ‘‘not trivial” 
and that the Health Department would 
monitor the club in the future. 

McIntosh was originally cited for employing 
unlicensed massagists, charging $50 for a 
massagist’s license issued by the Health 
Department for $1 and for failure to return 
licenses to massagists who left his employ- 
ment. 

“These practices,’ Joyal said, *‘while not 
rising to the level of literal violations of Health 
Department regulations, do reflect on Mr 
MclIntosh’s approach and attitude to operating 
the Newton Health Club.”’

OLD UPPER 


( The following is a part of the 
historical and narrative history 
of Newton Upper Falls chur- 
ches and schools currently be- 
ing shown in the third Historic 
Photo Exhibit at The Depot in 
Otis Pettee Square, Newton 
Upper Falls.

NEWTON UPPER FALLS 
At first glance it appears to be 
just another building setting 
there among its neighbors on 
High Street in Newton Upper 
Falls. A residence for 103 
years, few people recall that 
before it was turned broad side 
to the street it served for about 
30 years as a_ social hall, 
schoolhouse and lodge hall and 
prior to that as the First 
Universalist Church in Newton. 
Built in 1842, it is the fourth 
oldest church building in the ci- 
ty, sharing its longevity with 
two older churches in the

years prior to that it served as a social hall,

A history of Newton Upper Falls 
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cluded it in remarks given ata 
school reunion in Upper Falls a 
century ago: ‘Town meeting 
day was an occasion when boys 
with public spirit would go to 
meeting and not to school. How 
well do I remember the old 
town meetings held in the Town 
Hall at Newton Centre, near 
the Baptist Pond (Crystz 
Lake). When the question of 
dividing the town was up it 
caused many hot debates in 
town meeting. Two prominent 
advocates of the proposed divi- 
sion w8ere the Hon. William 
Jackson of the ‘Corner’ and 
Seth Davis of West Newton, 
which latter place in early d. 
was impolitely called ‘Squash 
End’. 











Ironically the final home for 
the town meetings, selected in 
1849, was the abandoned 
Puritan or Congregational 
Church in West Newton which 
was purchased for $1800 and 
made over into a town hall.

“One of the things that we con- 
sidered was if we would love an 
adopted child as much as a 
biological child,”’ said Cynthia. ‘‘I 
can’t imagine loving a child more 
than Richard.” 

“I never realized how much fun 
it would be and enjoyable to have 
a child,’’ added Cynthia. ‘‘We’ve 
been in heaven since he came.” 

After a couple decides it wants 
to adopt a child, it must go 
through an extensive home study 
program. If the agency approves 
of the couple, 
several months to a few years 
before the match is finalized.

In this way, the Whitehead In- 
stitute, which otherwise would be devoted en- 
tirely to research, will aslo have a formal in- 
volvement in teaching, thus enriching both 
teaching at M.I.T. and research at Whitehead 
Institute. 








Dr. Eisen, the newly-appointed Whitehead 
Institute Professor at M.I.T., is an authority 
on the structure and function of antibodies, the 
protein molecules that biological systems, in- 
cluding the human body, produce to fight in- 
fectious agents and other foreign bodies. He 
develped the use of simple organic molecules 
as models for the complex components of the 
foreign agents that stimulate the body's 
specific immune defenses. With these models 
he established the number of antibody binding 
sites an their affinities and showed that the af- 
finities change with time as the body responds 
to a foreign agent. His recent work has dealt 
with the highly-specific monoclonal antibodies 
produced by hybridomas, made by fusing a 
fast-growing cancer cell with a normal 
antibody-producing cell. 


Dr. Eisen of 9 Homestead St. was graduated 
from New York University in 1939 and the 
NYU College of Medicine in 1943. Following 
medicine and pathology residencies at several 
New York hospitals, he was on the NYU staff 
for five years. In 1955, he became professor of 
medicine at Washington University, St. Louis, 
Mo., and in 1960 became professor and head of 
the department of microbiology there. He 
came to M.I.T. in 1973 as professor of im- 
munology in the Department of Biology and a 
senior research staff member in the M.I.T. 
Center for Cancer Research. He is a past 
president of the American Association of Im- 
munologists and a past vice president of the 
American Society of Clinical Investigation. He 
has been a member of the National Academy 
of Sciences since 1969. He is co-author of a 
widely used textbook if immunology.

NEWTON — Students at Newton South High 
School listened in silence yesterday as a sur 
vivor of the atom bomb, dropped on 
Hiroshima, Japan during World War 11, said, 
“No one cried or screamed. There was silence 
There was just shock." 

The woman is one of the ‘‘hibakusha,”’ or 
survivors of the bomb, who are featured in a 
film that was presented to students as part of

Presenting the film, ‘‘Survivors,’’ and 

answering student’s questions was Dr 


Tadatatoshi Akiba, a Tufts University pro 
fessor and founder of the Foundation for Inter- 
national Understanding. Akiba established the 
group to promote awareness of the atom bomb 
and its effects, and to prevent further use of 
nuclear weapons 

“Y don’t want this repeated on anyone else,"’ 
sajd Akiba, who was 2-ye old and 20 miles 
away when the United Stated dropped the 
bornb in 1945 

Akiba explained to students that the 
Hitoshima and Nagasaki bombs killed 210,000 
people instantly, caused 100,000 cancer deaths 
and resulted in thousands of radiation deaths. 

In addition, Akiba, a professor of 
mathematics, told students that embryos were 
very vulnerable to the radiation. Many were 








born with unusually small heads, which 
sometimes resulted in low I.Q.’s. 
Higher incidences of early menopause, 


cataracts, heart disease and cancer are also 
evident in the bomb survivors, said Akiba. 
Even more davastating, according to Akiba 
and several scientists interviewed for the film, 
is that some of the diseases are manifestated 
in generations born after the bombing. 


Though the studies are inconclusive, a San 
Fransisco doctor said, ‘‘The possibility is 
there, the fear is there that the effects will 
show up in second and third generations.” 

A 17-year-old Japanese girl offered evidence 
that this may be true. Her mother, a survivor 
of Hiroshima, and her sister had thyroid 
diseases and her brother suffered from related 
problems. The girl herself, born nearly two 
decades after the bomb was dropped, revealed 
a large lump in her throat. Perhaps out of fear, 








she has not been examined by a doctor 

Considering all the devastating physical and 
emotional effects of the bomb, how do the sur- 
vivors, and the Japanese people as a whole, 
feel about the event, asked one South student? 

“There is no anger or hatred,” said Akiba 
Pointing out that feelings may vary depending 
how much one was hurt by the event, Japanese 
people feel, ‘‘That mankind is responsible for 
the bomb. Many countries contributed to mak- 
ing the bomb.” 

Akiba told students that Japan has a firm 
anti-nuclear policy, however he is worried 
about recent reports that the United States has 
nuclear weapons in Japan. 

“The Japanese have to play the role of a 
leader in nuclear disarmament. They should 
be stronger than they are in that role,’’ said 
Akiba. 

One of the Hiroshima survivors featured in 
the film was a former Newton resident, now 
living in San Fransisco, whose son attended 
Newton North High School. One of the 
‘Hiroshima Maidens,’’ who were sent to the 
United States to be treated by plastic 
surgeons, Mrs. Shigeko Sasamori, 51, still 
bears facial scars from severe burns. When 
her son’s friends asked what was wrong with 
his mother, Sasamori remembers that he 
became emotionally upset, yelling at his

The new tax bills for homeowners will reflect classified tax rates 
which allow a greater shift of the tax burden to commercial and in- 
dustrial properties.

Taxpayers can appeal the April tax bills by filing for an abatement 
with city assessors within 30 days of receiving the bill. If unsuccessful, 
taxpayers can also appeal to the state Appellate Tax Board up until 90 
days after receiving the bill. 

Eligible taxpayers can file for a variety of exemptions applying to 
those over 70; the blind; veterans; those over 65 in a tax-deferral pro- 
gram and surviving spouses who qualify. : 

Under a hardship clause any homeowner who is unable to pay his or 
her taxes can apply to the assessors for an exemption or partial exemp- 
tion.

cartons. The recycling center also has 
serveral Salvation Army dumpsters 
for reusable goods and clothing, and 
an area for recycling waste oil, bat- 
teries and tires 

In addition, seperate areas are set 


aside for firewood, compost, wood 
chips, scrap metal and. reusable 
items. Nothing seems to be forgotten 
Instead of disposing used Christm as 
trees, Wellesley gives them to Weston 
Nurseries where they are used for 
mulch. The town even has a used book 
exchange. 


Wellesley generally manages to 
avoid the middleman recycling pro- 
cessor in order to receive top do llar 
for its materials. It bales its own 
newspapers, cardboard, mixed 
paper, aluminum, and even plastic 
and milk cartons. Steel is separated 
on site from aluminum by a magnetic 
drum, saving time and expense at an 
intermediate stop. Even the hauling 
of most materials is done by town 
vehicles to var8ious locations, both in 
and out of state.

implemented after residents stormed City Hall complaining the high 
values were unfair and inaccurate. 

Brady said that a master assessment with new property values of all 
homes will be in municipal libraries by Friday. The list, which can aid 
taxpayers in informal and formal appeal hearings, will also be printed 
in local newspapers. 

Taxpayers can appeal their new values or obtain information and 
data that is the basis for the new assessments by setting up an appoint- 
ment with the Acton firm, Finnegan Associates, that conducted the 
revaluation. Taxpayers can also receive the five comparable values of 
other homes used to determine their new assessment at the hearing. 

Taxpayers can set up an appointment with Finnegan Associates by 
calling the phone number included with the new assessment. Brady has 
refused to release the phone number to the press until tommorow. 

The new tax bills for homeowners will reflect classified tax rates 
which allow a greater shift of the tax burden to commercial and in- 
dustrial properties. Under a classification law, approved by the 
legislature in 1978, commercial properties can be taxed as high as 150 
percent and residential properties can taxed as low as 65 percent. 

Taxpayers can appeal the April tax bills by filing for an abatement 
with city assessors within 30 days of receiving the bill. If unsuccessful, 
taxpayers can also appeal to the state Appellate Tax Board up until 90 
days after receiving the bill. . 

Eligible taxpayers can file for a variety of exemptions applying to 
those over 70; the blind; veterans; those over 65 in a tax-deferral pro- 
gram and surviving spouses who qualify. f 

Under a hardship clause any homeowner who is unable to pay his or 
her taxes can apply to the assessors for an exemption or partial exemp- 
tion. 

To call to make an appointment for information or to set up an in- 
formal hearing, homeowners can call 552-7331. . 

Hearings will begin on Thursday, Feb. 18 in War Memorial 
Auditorium. Hearings will be scheduled by telephone appointment on- 
ly. Brady said walk-ins will not be accommodated and “would only 
create confusion as the records would not be readily available.”

In presenting the FY83 budget, 
Superintendent Aaron Fink told 
the School Committee that, based 
upon committee budget 
guidelines and a school-by-school 
analysis of the needs of the 
em, he was bringing in a 
,280,633 bottom-line figure, up 4 
percent from last year 
The overview showed increases 
in salaries and other accounts 
tutaling about $2.4 million being 
offset by cuts in staff and other 
ercas amounting to $969,591. The 
net effect is a $1.5 million increase 
over last year’s bottom-line figure 


¢f $37,763,033. 

According to Fink, declining 
enrollment is responsible for the 
$750,436 in staffing cuts 

Fink said his recommendations 
meet the School Committee 
priorities for maintaining pupil- 
teacher ratios and teacher loads 
at approximately current levels. 

According to Fink, projections 
show that pupil-teacher ratios will 
actually drop from 23.1 at the 
elementary level to 22.9. In the 
junior highs, the ratio will rise 
slightly from 14.5 to 14.6. At the 
two high schools, ratios will drop 
from 17.1 to 16.8, 

Fink also said that a study of 
declining enrollment and profes- 
sional staffing cuts since 1976 


shows that the two have kept pace 
in Newton, with a percentage 
enrollment decline of 30.3 com- 
pared with a total staffing percen- 
tage drop of 26.1 

The account which includes fix- 
ed charges such as health in- 
surance, insurance, workmen’s 


compensation and unemployment 
compensation is expected to 
decrease by more than $158,000 
for next year 

Fink said that although the 
costs of Blue Cross-Blue Shield 
and life insurance have gone up 
more than 24 percent to over $1.9 


million, a $528,160 cut in 
unemployment compensation left 
the overall account with a 7.2- 
percent recommended decrease. 
More than $75,000 is targeted 
predominately for purchasing 
new classroom furniture which 
Fink says is “urgently needed.”

In a season filled with shining 
moments, this was Debbie 
Quinn's brightest one. 

For Newton North, it was very

10th win eludes Lions 


Newton South failed in its quest !

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MIAA goes to bat for 
high school seniors 


The Massachusetts In 
terscholastic Athletic Association 
(MIAA) Board of Control voted at 
its January 27 meeting to extend 
every possible Association con- 
sideration to high school seniors 
who have been compelled to leave 
their schools to matriculate into 
colleges this semester in order to 
preserve future social security 
(survivor) benefits. 

Hundreds of high school seniors 
in the Commonwealth are af 
fected by a law passed by the 
United States Congress which ter- 
minates survivor benefits for all 
college age students who are not 
enrolled as full time college 
students on May 1, 1982.

This requirement became 
known to the affected students on- 
ly recenty and has required a 





large number of seniors to 
remove themselves from their 
high school and immediately 


enroll in college as full time 1982 
Spring semester students. 





The MIAA Board of Control con- 
sisting of school committee 
members, school 
Superintendents, high school prin- 
cipals, athletic directors and 
coaches took the following  in- 
itiative in order to restore some 
stability and opportunity which 
the social security requirement 
abruptly removed from these 
students: 


“Because this situation can only 
occur during the 1981-82 academic 
year and because the students af- 
fected have no control over the 
circumstances and are in the 
midst of a most unsettling change 
in their lives, high school seniors 
affected by the new S.S. law may 
be declared eligible for high 
school athletic participation 
under Rule 9 (page 24 of the MIAA 
Rule Book) by the MIAA Ex- 
ecutive Director provided- One- 
The student will not participate in 
any college sport program during 
the current academic year; (2) 





the high school diploma is 
withheld until the May-June 
graduation; (3) conclusive 


documentation of social security 
benefits is submitted by the prin- 
cipal with the waiver request.” 


MIAA Rule 9 defines high school 
athletic eligibility as a privilege 
offered high school students who 
are under the complete jurisdic- 
tion and full supervision of that 
high school principal. This rule 
has rarely, if ever, been waived 
by the Association. The Board’s 
sensitivity to the severe degree of 
disruption that the new S.S. 
regulation represents to the af- 
fected students was the motiva- 
tion of the Board's unprecedented 

action. 





Member high school principals 
must understand that the affected 
students are athletically not 
eligible for interscholastic par- 
tipation until a waiver of Rule 9 is 
requested in writing and subse- 
quently approved by the MIAA 
Executive Director. The option 
for requesting the rule waiver 
rests with the high school prin- 
cipal; the Board advises prin- 
cipals who receive such waivers 
to attempt to hold these students 
responsible for all local rules 
related to athletic participation at 
that school. 

The MIAA is a_non-profic 
association to which 365 senior 
high schools in Massachusetts 
have voluntarily elected to af- 
filiate themselves.

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Senior volunteer program 
Tapping a new 
energy source

“Just when I was feeling depressed, the service (Retired Senior 
Volunteer Program) gave me my own renewed strength, vitality and 
pride.’’ — Anonymous. 


NEWTON — The elderly are probably this country’s most underused 
and misunderstood resource. That is the premise of RSVP. 


The Retired Senior Volunteer Program (RSVP), which operates 
from the Davis School in West Newton, takes this latent resource and 
harnesses it into community energy. And for the senior citizen who-has 
too much time on his or her hands, it is an opportunity to utilize the 
talents, skills and experiences that might otherwise go wasted. 


Vincent Gallivan, 79, has been co-coordinator of the RSVP wordwork- 
ing workshop for six years. The workshop, which involves eight men 
between the ages of 69 and 79, meets twice a week to repair toys and 
furniture for nursery schools, and create gifts for RSVP to sell. 


“I get happiness in helping someone and I enjoy what I’m doing,” 
said Gallivan. ‘‘I think more senior citizens would come if they knew 
about the program. I don’t think enough of them know what’s going on 
here.” 


Launched in 1971 out of ACTION, a federal voluntary agency, RSVP 
now is in its tenth year nationally and ninth locally with more than 560 == 
volunteers 60 and over involved between Newton, Weston and 
Wellesley. About 52 percent of the senior volunteers from the tri- 
community area are from Newton. 


“The goal is to place people 60 and over in volunteer jobs that will suit 
the community’s needs,’’ noted Barbara Ireland, the director of RSVP 
in Newton. ‘‘We try to emphasize the skills of the older person.” 


Nationally, there are more than 260,000 volunteers (representing 
three percent of the elderly eligible for the program) currently involv- 
ed in RSVP contributing about 52 million hours of service a year. 


RSVP promotes a ‘‘feeling of being needed”’ for senior citizens as 
well as a “use and appreciation of their skills,’’ said Ireland. 


Howard Lipton, director of Human Services, noted that it is essential 
for people to keep busy when they retire. 


“Someone who keeps busy stays healthy, if not physically, at least 


emotionally,” said Lipton. Volunteers give between two hours per week 
to five hours a day to the service. 


The eight programs offered by RSVP range from the Friendly Visitor 
program where senior citizens visit housebound elderly and nursing 
homes to the Living History program which affords the elderly the op- 
portunity to share their life experiences in area classrooms. 


“We got to the point where we had so many talented people in 
Newton, Wellesley and Weston that we developed the program to serve 
the community and its needs,”’ Ireland said. 

According to Ireland, the elderly volunteers from the Newton agency 
gave about 77,000 hours of service in 1981 at a computed cost of 83 cents 
an hour. 

The program, which has not yet been affected by federal budget cuts 
or Proposition 22 at the state level, operated with $72,000 during fiscal 
year 1982, $24,000 of which was raised at the local level. Nationally, 
RSVP had an operating budget in excess of $26 million in 1981. F 

“They felt that the volunteers gave enough to the city,” explained 
Ireland on how RSVP avoided the budget ax at the local level. 

According to Ireland, 70 percent of the local RSVP budget comes 
from Washington and 30 percent from local sources. Newton budgeted 
$4,500 for RSVP last year; Wellesley, $1,800 and Weston, $300. The re- 
maining funds were garnered through fundraising. ‘ ; 

Most of the local funding goes toward the transportation costs incur- 
red by volunteers who must travel to the volunteer stations. 

This year RSVP has received, in addition to the expected federal 
funds, an $8,500 grant to procure 100 new volunteers to work with youth. 
This will mark the first time the program can afford to advertise itself 
to senior citizens unaware of the offerings, according to Ireland.

Action on police ‘force’ 
case awaits DA report

WALTHAM Attorneys for 
three of four Newton men ar- 
rested after an alleged distur- 
bance at a local restaurant Jan. 
16, asked police officials last week 
to hold a line-up of police officers 
involved in the arrests. 

But one of the attorneys, 
Thomas Troy, said an agreement 
was reached to “hold off on the 
line-up" until a district attorney’s 
investigation is completed into 
allegations that police used ‘‘ex- 
ve force’ in arresting the 





men. 

Troy and Atty. Michael! Reilly, 
members of the same law firm, 
had gone to police headquarters 
last Wednesday morning to ask 
for the line-up so their clients 
might identify the officers who 
allegedly may have used ‘‘ex- 
cessive force,"” 

According to Troy, such possi- 
ble identification might be used to 
seek countercharges of assault 
and battery and of assault and 
battery by means of a dangerous 
weapon against some of the iden- 
tified officers

On Jan, 16, a number of police 
responded to a radio distress call 
from a Waltham patrolman on 
detail duty at the Lanai Island 
restaurant at 479 Winter St. After 
arriving., police helped quell an 
alleged disturbance and arrested 
the four 21-year-old Newton men, 

Police charged David Rines of 
36 Orchard Ave., W. Newton and 
William Connell of 36 Albemarle 
Rd., Newton, with assault and 
battery on a police officer and 
disturbing the peace. James 
Kivlehan of 58 Warwick Rd., W. 
Newton and James Martin Jr. of 
11 Rossmere St., Newtonville, 
each were charged with disturb- 
ing the peace. Martin faces a se- 
cond charge of possession of mari- 
juana. 

But Rines and Connell and at 
least four persons who witnessed 
their arrests outside the 
restaurant made complaints that 
police had used ‘‘excessive 
force,’ according to police of- 
ficials and defense attorneys. 
Police Chief Edward J. Sicotte 
immediately ordered an_ in- 
vestigation into the ‘excessive 
force’ allegations and soon 
thereafter, the district attorney's 
office began its own investigation, 
Those investigations have not 
been completed and no charges 
have been brought against any 
police officers 

In District Court last week 
William Matthews of Newton, who 
is the attorney for Rines, said a 
show cause hearing applied for by 
his client had been postponed pen- 
ding the completion of the in- 
vestigations. Matthews withdrew 
as the attorney for Connell 
because he had represented at 
least one of the police officers who 
is said to have been involved in 
the Lanai Island arrests. Mat- 
thews made the same offer to 
Rines but Rines elected to retain

NEWTON (UPI) A Newton attorney has 
asked the Federal Reserve Board to order its 
member banks to stop deceptive adver- 
tisements that say Individual Retirement ac- 
counts will make people ‘millionaires’? when 
they retire. 

Milton Gwirtzman said last week the adver- 
tisements were ‘‘deceptive and misleading” 
because they assume continued high interest 
rates, which in turn assumes double digit infla- 
tion for the next 30 years 

“If that happens, a $652,000 balance in an 
IRA 30 years from now will be worth only 
$37,000 in today’s dollars,’ said Gwirtzman, 
former chairman of the National Commission 
on Social Security. 

“IRA depositors will discover, to their hor- 
ror, that being a millionaire is a long way from 
living like one,” Gwirtzman said in a letter to 
Fed Chairman Paul Volcker. 

He said the ads, which can be found almost 
daily, do not warn that under double-digit in- 
flation most prices will be ‘‘astronomical” in 
30 years. He assumed inflation would be at 10 
percent for his calculations. 


1,500 forced to Waltham 


Local job offi

NEWTON — The local division of employ- 
ment security on Centre Street may be closed 
as a result of federal cutbacks initiated by 
President Ronald Reagan. 

Approximately 1,500 unemployed area 
residents would be forced to travel to the 
Waltham employment security office on Main 
Street to collect benefits if the cut stands. 

The possible closing comes in the wake of 
severe cuts in the state division of employment 
security less than six months ago. Under cuts 
implemented last summer, the state division 
closed the Waltham unemployment insurance 
office on Spring Street and the Newton job 
placement center on Watertown Street. 

Edward Malmborg, deputy regional direc- 
tor of the state division of employment securi- 
ty, said the tentative closing date for the local 
office is the end of March. Malmborg said the 
cut will ‘‘drastically” affect services to local 
unemployed. 

Under the cut, 500 employees of the state 
division would lose their jobs. Of the 17 person 
full-time staff in the Newton office, Malmborg 
speculated that three or four would be laid off. 

“The reductions are very drastic,” he said. 
“The staff we have to service the unemployed 
job seeker has been greatly reduced.” 

“The number of applicants served will pro- 
bably be diminished,” he added, “I think if I

Malmborg also said that the Norwood 
Unemployment Office staff will be cut from 
eight to three. He said the Norwood office will 
no longer provide employment counseling, 
testing, and targeted job credits, 

“We will do our best to service the people we 
are now servicing,’’ Malmborg said. ‘We 
believe public transportation between the two 
sites is possible.” 

The statewide unemployment figures drop- 
ped in January from 7.4 percent to 6.9 percent, 
according to Malmborg.

Scafidi stops payment of trust fund money

NEWTON -— City Treasurer Theodore Scafidi has stopped payments 
from a municipal benevolent fund and charged that the trustees have 
attempted to use the funds “improperly.” 

Scafidi, who controls all city funds including disbursements and tax 
collection, recently stopped $1,900 in requests from the three trustees of 
the Horace Cousens fund to pay a private attorney to clarify the terms 
of the trust fund in probate court 

The dispute began last year when Scafidi refused to issue a payment 
from the fund for a senior citizens luncheon. Scafidi contends the 
trustees have attempted to go ‘outside the scope of the trust.”” 

Horace Cousens, a Newton philanthropist, set up the fund in his will 
in 1883 to make reduced interest mortgage loans to needy residents. 
The interest from the loans and the more than $1 million in the fund was 
to be ‘distributed to the deserving poor and needy”’ of the city. 

‘I don’t see what direction they (the trustees) need,” said Scafidi. 

‘The man’s will is very explicit. I don’t see why they should tamper 
with the man’s desires.” 

Furthermore, Scafidi opposed the use of the trust to fund a city 
employee's ary to serve needy residents. The city Human Services 
Department made the request 

The dispute, which has been simmering since last year, is heating up 
with charges from both sides and a request by Scafidi for a legal opi- 
nion from the City’s Law Department on whether the trustees can 
legally use the trust to hire a private attorney 

They are no different from any other department,’’ asserted 
Scafidi. ‘If they want legal advice why don’t they go to the Law Depart- 


ping his bounds” and acting ‘‘irresponsibly.’’ Scafidi, however, has 
steadfastly maintained that he has the authority to prevent payments 
from the fund 

Scafidi has won several rounds in the feud with the trustees. In a 
legal opinion last year, City Solicitor Daniel Funk agreed that the fund 
could not be used for the luncheon because all of those attending may 
not be ‘‘deserving poor.”’ 

In addition, the trustees never submitted a request to to fund a city 
employees salary to serve needy residents. 

Joseph Alexander, head of the Newton Taxpayers Association, ap 
pears to have sided with Scafidi in the dispute. In a recent press 
release, Alexander urged the trustees to ‘‘make safe side judgements 
in the use of those generous but limited funds.” In the release, Alex- 
ander also noted that ‘‘some might regard” the trustees probate action 
as “‘an assault on the provisions of the trust and its income.” 


Jane Pitt, a trustee of the fund, said the trustees want the probate 
court to specifically determine Scafidi’s role in disbursements and 
“clarify’’ the terms of Cousen’s will. Pitt, a member of the Appellate 
Tax Board, previosuly served as deputy mayor for Mayor Theodore 
Mann 


The trustees are really interested in making sure everything is 
clarified,’ said Pitt. “We want to make sure that we are following the 
course intended...We want to make sure everything is as Horace 
Cousens would have wished it.’ 

Pitt has denied that the dispute is an open battle between the 
treasurer and trustees. “It really isn’t a fight,” she said. “We really 
don’t feel we are fighting with anybody.”

NEWTON — The hardest hit by the citywide revaluation will be the 
elderly who subsist on fixed incomes and predominantly live in the ci- 
ty’s older homes. 

But last week when the new tax notices landed in mailboxes around 
the city for young and old alike, it was the talk of the town. 

With tax notices in hand it was the elderly for the most part who

visted Newton City Hall to dispute their new assessments and obtain in- 
formation on how they were reached. 

As Mayor Theodore Mann said in response to the dramatic proper- 
ty tax bill increases for many taxpayers,‘‘You can’t candy coat castor 
oil.” 


Mann, who was criticized during the mayoral election last November 
for delaying revaluation, said the city is ‘better off'’ because the 
revaluation performed by Cole, Layer and Trumble in 1974 was not im- 
plemented. The revaluation was discarded after residents stormed Ci- 
ty Hall with complaints. 

“We're better off,’’ said Mann. ‘We had no classification then.” 
Under classification, which was implemented in 1978, cities and towns 
are allowed to tax commercial and industrial properties at a higher 
rate. 

Mann stressed that the revaluation is a “difficult experience’ for 
taxpayers which the city is required to implement under state law. 

“The people who have been underassessed are now being equalized 
and that is a difficult experience,"’ he said. “‘The purpose of this is to 
see all taxpayers pay their fair and equal share. If anybody is paying 
more than their fare share, we want to know about it and correct it.”” 

“This is not unique to Newton,” he added. ‘There is no choice for any

School board eyes 
annual paper chase

NEWTON The School 
Department uses reams of paper 
each year but with declining 
enrollment and other reductions, 
afew School Committee members 
want to know why a 7-percent in 
crease is being requested for the 
cost of all the memos, copies of 
memos, reports and stationary 

At its first meeting on the 
recommended $39.2 million 
budget, the committee discussed 
increases in the budgets of central 
administration and School Corn 
mittee’s budgets. 

Although city departments 
were asked by Mayor Theodore 
Mann to cut back 4.5 percent, the 
schools are asking for an increase 
of four percent or more than $1.5 
million. However, unlike 
municipal budgets, the schools 
are including funds for negotiated 
wage increases in their salary 
figures 

This year's budget of approx 
imately $37.8 million represented 


a more than $177,000 cut over the 
fiscal 1981 budget. 

For next year, an overall 5.7- 
percent (approximately $40,000) 


increase in the central ad 
ministration’s budget is being 
recommended 

The salary account for the 
seven members of the central 


staff is recommended to increase 
by over $11,000, or 4.3 percent, to 





$266,730. Secretarial salaries 
could rise to $420,575, up 6.6 per- 
cent, Both accounts include pro 


jected salary increases

Wasserman told The Graphic discussions of applicants would be done 
privately ‘‘on the grounds of protecting the integrity of the applicants 
and protecting the degree of confidentiality.”” 

“For all practical purposes they (the meetings) are open now,” 
Wasserman said. “But I will go into executive session to protect the 
confidentiality of the applicants, which I believe we are permitted to 
do.” 

Wasserman said applications for the superintendent's job had come 
in from around the country, noting ‘‘it reads like a ‘Who’s Who’” of the 
education field. 

Wasserman added that, following consultation with Funk, the com- 
mittee, in his opinion, can be considered as a group of unpaid ‘“‘con- 
sultants,’’ and as such, would not fall under Open Meeting Law restric- 
tions. 

He said the group will meet over the next two to three weeks, ‘‘after 
which we hope to be in a position to make recommendations” to the 
School Committee, which will make the final appointment to fill 
Superintendent Fink’s job. 

“Optimistically we're looking at March 12 to render a list of ap- 
plicants, who I suppose at that time would be candidates,’ Wasserman 
said. He said he expected anywhere from five to 12 finalists from which 
the School Committee can choose. 

Newton League of Women Voters’ President Sandra Butzel said the 
league looked on the move to post the meeting times and explain 
criteria for screening applicants as a plus. 

“We're pleased they’re complying with the law,’’ Butzel said Mon- 
day. ‘It is a precedent. My hope is that the School Committee will open- 
ly and willingly comply, rather than try to get around the Open Meeting 
Law

“We've worked out a conciliation whereby we are getting the results 
we wanted without going to court,”’ he said.

Please, not again 


The city of Newton would like to invite 
you to a couple of meetings this week but 
you can only stay for a minute or two. 

The committee looking for a replace- 
ment for School Superintendent Aaron 
Fink seems to have adopted the 
superintendent’s habits. 

Following pressure from the Newton 
League of Women Voters, which maintain- 
ed that the Superintendent Search Com- 
mittee, as an arm of the School Commit- 
tee, falls under the rules of the state’s 
Open Meeting Law, this search group is 
now posting the dates and times of its 
meetings. 

That, according to the committee chair- 
man and the city solicitor, means the com- 
mittee is abiding by the spirit of the OML. 
In practice, however, the public is allowed 
to sit in only until after the chairman reads 
a statement about what standards the 
group is using to screen the 110 applicants 
for the second most important job in 
Newton. 

Then you have to leave. 

You have to leave because, according to 
Chairman Oscar Wasserman, the commit- 
tee goes into executive session, meaning 
discussions of the applicants, their 
qualifications, their laurels and_ their 
warts are all in secret. 

League officials considered this move a 
victory of sorts, since the search commit- 
tee, the city solicitor and the School Com- 
mittee under which all this falls, appear to 
at least be recognizing the OML.

We say it is hardly a victory for the 
public to be allowed to hear the rules of the 
game without seeing any of the players in 
action or being let in on just what kind of 
people have applied for this prominent 
post. 


The move by the superintendent search 
group harkens back to the near past when 
Superintendent Fink excluded the press 
and public from screening of Newton 
North High principal candidates. 


How can this possibly be seen as a move 
forward? Of course one must recognize the 
contribution of the 18 volunteer members 
of the search group and their genuine at- 
tempt to obtain the most qualified can- 
didate for the post. 


But once again, the public gets a look at 
the candidates (anywhere from five to 12 
finalists, according to Wasserman) only 
when those names are handed to the 
School Committee for final approval. 

Up until that point all the public gets to 
hear is a reading of the standards. 


We can just be thankful that those seek- 
ing the job of mayor don’t have to go 
through a School Committee-sanctioned 
screening committee.

Thoughts on Prop 2% 


Officials should make joint effort 


By Verne Vance 


Proposition 2 1/2 has significantly changed the 
structure for preparation and approval of 
Newton’s city budget. Prior to enactment of Pro- 
position 2 1/2, the mayor would submit a propos- 
ed budget for the so-called ‘‘city side”, or 
nonschool side, to the Board of Alderman by 
April 1 of each year and the board would have 45 
days to approve or cut—but not increase—that 
proposed budget. 

The School Committee, working with the 
school department, would prepare its own 
budget for the ‘school side’ and then submit 
that budget to the Board of Alderman, which was 
required to accept it as submitted. The board 
would then approve whatever tax rate was re- 
quired to cover the city-side budget approved by 
the board and the school side budget approved by 
the School Committee and submitted to the 
board. As that structure indicates, before Pro- 
position 2 1/2 the budget process began with 
determination by the 2 city authorities of what ci- 
ty services were needed and what it would cost to 
provide them. It concluded with the setting of a 
property tax rate sufficicent, with other sources 
of city revenue, to cover those costs. 

Proposition 2 1/2 has largely turned that pro- 
cess on its head. To a great extent the maximum 
level of property tax revenues — the city’s 
largest revenue source — is fixed by the provi- 
sions of Proposition 2 1/2. As a result, the city 








budget process now begins, not with the decision 
of what services the city needs, but with a deter- 
mination of how much revenue the city can legal- 
ly collect. 


The process then becomes one of deciding how 
to allocate the available revenues among the 
various city services, in an inflationary climate 
in which the cost of those services is climbing 
more rapidly than the city‘s legal capacity to in- 
crease its revenues. The school budget is also a 
part of this revenue process since the Board of 
Alderman now has the power to approve or cut 
the proposed budget submitted to it for the school 
department. 












The only flexibility in the process is that in- 
troduced by the recent amendments of Proposi- 
tion 2 1/2 which permit the city to override the 
Prop 2 1/2 taxing limits in certain respects. Such 
an override requires a vote of two-thirds of the 
alderman to submit the matter to the voters at a 
regular or special election; followed by approval 
by a simple majority of those voting on the mat- 
ter, or, to levy property taxes at a level in excess 
of 5% above the prior year’s level, a two-thirds 
majority of those voting on the matter. 






With a possible override to preserve important 
city services now a significant option to be con- 
sidered in developing the budget, the Board of 
Alderman must be brought into the budget pro- 
cess well before a proposed budget has been sub- 


mitted to them. By law the alderman must still 
take final action on the budget within 45 days 
after it has been submitted to them. 
takes four to six weeks — 28 to 42 days - 
schedule, ange and hold a special election, ac- 
cording to Election Commission Secretary Alan 
Licarie, the 45-day period would hardly be suffi- 
cient for aldermanic review of the proposed 
budget, consideration by the aldermen of 
whether to put the question of an override to the 
voters, the holding of the election for a vote on 
the matter, and final consideration and approval 
of a budget after taking account of the result of 
the election. 












In view of these time constraints, if the budget 

rocess is to work for the maximum benefit of 
the as a whole, it must become, from the 
beginning, a joint effort of the mayor and the city 
departments, the School Committee and the 
Board of Aldermen. 








Only by such a joint effort will the city 
authorities be able to identify a need for a p 
ble override of Proposition 2 1/2 at an early 
enough date that the matter can be considered, 
and voted on, in time for the result of the vote to 
be taken into account fully in development and 
approval of the final budget.

Iso stated that oth ‘tors, such as 
water supply, equipment anc systems 
should be used to evaluate a fire department 
The article did not include those items in its 
analysis. 

“T talked to numerous experts in the field,” 
said the researcher, asked that she not be 
named. ‘They said things like water pressure 
were not relevant. Fire prevention should be 
the most important thing. If a fire department 
is preventing fires, which really is their job, 
then there shouldn’t be a lot of fires.” 

According to the ISO, the Newton Fire 
Department received a ‘'2A”’ rating in 1976 
‘There's nothing better,’’ said spokesman 
David Rothman. Theoretically, a ‘‘1A”’ rating 
exists, though no city or town in the nation has 
ever received such as a rating from the ISO 

“We look at a number of things, such as 
alarm systems, equipment and general effi- 
ciency,’ said Rothman. He added that he had 
no comment on the ratings by Boston 
Magazine. ‘‘We don’t judge or e fire depart- 
ments,’ he exoplained. ‘We a_ service

A NFPA spokesperson said the statistics 
were distorted. ‘‘When the analysis depart- 
ment compiles statistics they do not compile 
them for comparisons because they can be 
misrepresented,’’ said Carol Pisano. ‘‘One 
year gives a very distorted view. It should be 
done ona five- or 10-year basis,”’ she added. 

The Boston Magazine researcher said 
however she used the same statistics that 
NFPA uses to evaluate fire departments. She 
stressed that those fire departments with high 
fire incidences ‘‘Should put more effort into 
preventing fires.

NEWTON Due to the constant flux 
in temperature this winter and the 
large amount of snowfall, the pat- 
ching of potholes has become a daily 
headache for Public Works Commis 
sioner Charlie Thomas. 

It’s worse than last year,” said 
Thomas, who has budgeted $20,000 for 


pothole repairs, ‘Anytime you go 
through freezing and thawing it’s 
bad.”’ 


Thomas noted that with ‘‘a couple of 
more bad spells,’ he would surpass 
the $20,000 allocation 

Potholes result from a freezing and 
thawing cycle which allows moisture 
to seep into the cracks in the pave- 
ment. This in turn loosens chunks of 
pavement which passing vehicles 
soon bounce out of place. 

“We go out everyday to responses,” 
noted Thomas. He said his depart- 


ment patched most of the potholes in 
the city last week

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Because of the cold temperatures, 
Thomas is only able to use cold patch 
during the winter months which only 
provides a temporary fix. Permanent 
repair, which is attained through the 
use of hot patch, can not be done until 
April, according to Thomas 

Much of the temporary cold patch 
loosens with additional moisture. ‘‘It 
will do the job if it doesn’t get too 
wet,’’ said Thomas 

In 1981, the city Law Department 
received 22 claims involving potholes, 


according to City Solicitor Daniel 
Funk. The claims, many of which 
have yet to be litigated, averaged 


about $156 

‘We're obviously not paying out 
tons of money for pothole claims,” 
said Funk. More than half the claims 
the city receives as a result of street 
defects are denied 

‘The thing about street defects is 
that they have to be reasonable.” he 
added. ‘‘We don’t pay on overnight 
potholes.”’

*Elderly - Clause 41A - deferral for anyone 65-years-of-age or older 

who must not have more than $20,000 in assets for 1980. 
*Any homeowner can apply for a hardship exemption with assessors. 
T'axpayers can appeal tax bills, scheduled to be mailed April 1, can 
file for an abatement within 30 days of the mailing of the bill. If unsuc- 
cessful, taxpayers can appeal to the state Appellate Tax Board. 

Under 100 percent revaluation, homeowners are expected to account 
for 75 percent of the levy ($55,316,400) and commercial and industrial 
properties are expected to account for 25 percent ($18,183,600), ac- 
cording to Chief Assessor Harold Brady. Last year, commercial and in- 
dustrial properties accounted for 30 percent ($21,682,500) and residen- 
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tial properties accounted for 70 percent ($51,817,500).

South batters Quincy in tourney warm-up

The pre-season plans of Newton 
South head coach Joe Killilea 
seem to be right on target 

The Lion mentor scheduled two 
non-league away games just in 
case his team should be fortunate 
enough to make it to the EMass 
State Tournament. Killilea 
wanted the team to experience 
foreign gymnasiums, different of- 
ficials and hostile crowds. 

Newton South completed the 
plan in a highly successfull man- 
ner Thursday night by 
devastating Quincy, 88-66, at the 
MacLean Gym in Quincy. The 
game was over in the first 
minutes ‘of the opening period 
when the Lions put on a clinic to 
leap out to a 14-0 lead in the first 
four minutes of the game 

South’s domination of the first 
few minutes was so complete that 
Quincy only got two shots at the 
basket and both of those shots 
were long outside jumpers. Lion 
senior forward Steve Abrams 
dropped six of seven shots in the 
first period to lead the attack with 
12 points. South led 20-8 after the 
first period. 

Newton South defeated Catholic 
Memorial Monday night by 10 
points at CM in the first of these 
non-league tests. The victory end- 
ed Newton South's non-league 
record at 6-0 on the season and the 
Dual County League record at 10- 
2. 





“I wanted to get a couple of 
games in before the tournament 
on different courts,” said Killilea. 
“This would give the players a 
chance to feel what it is like to 
play in a sort of tournament situa- 
tion. They responded great. 

“We still need some work on our 
defense,’’ said Killilea. ‘‘We 
started out strong, but we let them 


back into it in the second quarter 
and I wasn’t happy to see that. Of- 
fensively, we played a great game 
and our top six people played 
well." 

The Lions will open the tourna- 
ment, probably at home, on either 
Tuesday or Thursday and the op- 
ponents will be determined Sun- 
day 

“We had some good per- 
formances tonight,”’ said Killilea. 
“I think our peopic sre set for 
what is ahead. Meatchie (Russell) 
displayed some of his talents, 
Dave (Hill) played his second 
strong game in a row and Scott 
(Anglin) also played well. We had 
some good support from our 
bench.”” 

After the Lions devoured Quin- 
cy in the first quarter, Killilea 
removed his entire starting unit 


ahead by a 27-12 with three 
minutes to go in the second 
quarter. Quincy made a run 


against Newton South and manag- 
ed to close to within six at 36-30. 
Jim DiPietro, a forward, tossed in 
eight points to lead the Presidents 
resurgence. 

The game was suddenly a non- 
blowout on the scoreboard. The 
Lions returned in the third period 
to reassert themselves and get the 
job done. The leader of this was 
senior Hill. The 6-1 guard dropped 
in 16 of his team-high 22 points in 
the third period. 

Hill hit the first basket of the se- 
cond half after taking a tremen- 
dous feed under the hoop by 
Russell. Hill’s sophomore 
backcourt mate dealt out three 
assists in the third period that 
were worth the price of admis- 
sion. 

Russell, who scored a quiet 
eiglit points, hit Hill with a couple 
of look-away passes for easy 
hoops, but his best was to center 





Mike Antonellis midway through 
the third period. Russell drove 
through the Quincy zone defense 
and drew four defenders. In mid 
air and with no place to go, he 
looked right and flipped a pass off 
to Antonellis to his left on the 
baseline for an easy layup. 

The Lions rolled to a 62-46 lead 
after three quarters and just kept 
it up right through the fourth 
period. Quincy would never 
threaten despite a 22-point effort 
from DiPietro and a 16-point per- 


formance from forward Peter 
Papile. 
Scott Anglin grabbed the 


spotlight in the fourth quarter 
The junior foward had three 
blocks, including a leaping block 
of a jump shot, and Quincy was 
looking for him the entire game 
Anglin finished with 15 points and 
a good effort on the offensive and 
defensive boards. 

Antonellis was the fourth 
double-digit man for the Lions 
with 10 points. The senior played a 
strong defensive game and was a 
force on the offensive boards. 

Backup forwards Greg Wands 
and Gene Lindsey also played 
well for the Lions.

Tracy Hairston 
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Tiger girls win to 
gain tourney berth

Amazing. That's really the only way to describe it. If you had seen 
the Newton North Tigers just three weeks ago, when they were 4-5 
and didn’t seem capable of beating a good junior high team, a Las 
Vegas bookie couldn’t have given you 1,000-1 odds on them making 
the EMass Tournament again. And then, if you’d gazed at their 
schedule in the last week, with the likes of Cambridge, Weymouth 
North and Peabody looming on the horizon, well, those mythical 
odds might have doubled. 

But with the Tigers’ 56-45 victory over 3rd-ranked Peabody (now 
15-2) Tuesday night, coach Allyson Toney’s club has not only 
qualified again for the tournament, but they seem as good a choice 
as any to win it. 

Now 13-5 after their ninth consecutive win, Newton North opens 
defense of its state championship Tuesday night. The pairings to 
determine the site and opponent will be announced Sunday after- 
noon. 

Tuesday’s triumph capped a six-day period where the Tigers suc- 
ceeded in beating all three of the superpowers mentioned above and 
in the process found ways to put the clamps on two of the best girls’ 
basketball players in the state in Peabody’s Kris Foley and 
Weymouth North’s Joanie Powers. The plan for Foley was similiar 
to that enacted on Powers last Friday night. ‘‘Kris is an unbelievable 
player,”’ said Toney moments after the win. ‘‘We knew she'd get her 
points, but we wanted to deny her the ball as best we could. We had 
three girls on her and she still must have shot 80 percent from the 
floor."” 

Indeed, Foley did get her points — 33 in fact. But she was the whole 
show. Only two other players scored for the Tanners (Beth Cronan 
and Maureen Devlin with six each), and the result was a final four 
minutes where every time Peabody came down the court, the only 
person with enough confidence to take a shot was Foley. That the 
Tanners were still able to stay semi-close to Newton was testimony 
to Foley’s enormous talent. ‘‘She’s one of the best in the state,” 
marveled Toney, ‘She never misses with that jumpshot.”’ 

Toney put her best on Peabody’s best, giving Debbie Quinn the 
assignment of guarding Foley in a man-to-man defense. Quinn, 
despite those 33 points, did a commendable job, but she picked up 
four fouls by the early portion of the fourth stanza and Toney was 
forced to switch to a zone. By that time, however, the Tigers were in 
complete command. 

Peabody, conversely, came out in a zone designed to prevent 
Quinn from working the ball inside, Quinn still scored early and 
often — finishing with 26 to run her season's total to 407. The real 
killer, though, was Tiger guard Jenna Lammers. ‘‘Players like 
Quinn and Foley are blue-chippers,”’ said Tanner mentor Jane Heil, 
“They'll always get their points. But Lammers is the one that really 
hurt us early, She kept hitting those jumpers over our zone and forc- 
ed us to come out of it. That cleared up Quinn inside.” 

Lammers’ (19) hot start was the reason the Tigers were able to 
break away toa 14-6 advantage after one period. That and the efforts 
of Beth Kelley, Kathy Maguire and Quinn on the offensive boards. 
“We got one shot every time down; they'd keep getting two. W 
couldn't win with that happening,”’ said Heil. ‘ 

The Tigers continued dominating and stretched their cushion to 29- 
18 at the half and 46-30 after three periods, “If we could have cut it 
back to seven or so in the third period, we might have had a chance,"’ 
said Heil, ‘‘As it was we got it down to seven in the fourth, but by then 
it was too late,"’ 

The closest Peabody could get in the fourth was 52-45 after two 
jumpers and a free throw by Foley with 2:13 remaining. Quinn 
answered with a slithery drive right up the gut of the Tanner defense 
to make it nine again and the door was shut for good. 

The difference between the Newton North of late January and the 
Newton North of today? ‘‘Confidence, mainly,"’ said Toney with a 
smile as wide as the state of Texas. ‘There are some girls with a lit- 
tle more experience who aren't afraid to take the shots now. We're 
also playing better defense and we don’t have the injuries we had 
before.” 

Heil made a minor effort to attribute Newton's victory to a ques- 

tion of need. ‘Let's face it,”’ she said afterward. ‘'They had to win 
this to qualify for the tournament. We didn’t. I can’t say exactly 
what kind of psychological advantage that gave them, but it had to 
make some difference. But they’re a a fine team and Quinn is a great 
player.’ 
, So the Tigers have accomplished the improbable, capturing nine 
straight with nearly every one in the absolute must-win catagory, If 
they continue to mesh like this, their stay in the EMass tourney 
could last awhile.

“Now that we have such a strong acceptance 
here in Newton, we hope that it will provide an 
inspiration to other communities in the Com 
monwealth ,"’ noted Rita Addison, president of 
the Group Against Smoke Pollution (GASP) 

Although some aldermen said they had yet 
to witness the distribution of cigarettes in 
Newton, Addison said free samples have been 
handed out at the Purity Supreme super- 
market in Newtonville in the past

THORNDIKE, Maine (UPT) Bea 
Bryant is the newly crowned queen of 
the woodstove 

Her 100-acre home deep in the Maine 
woods is believed to be the largest anti 
que woodstove restoring operation in the 
nation. What began as a sideline to her 
husband's steel fabrication shop is now 
the primary income source, with more 
than 800 stoves sold each year to buyers 
as far away as Panama 





Mrs. Bryant, a warm and energetic 
woman, walks about the premises in a 
frumpy plaid work shirt, talking to 
customers and workmen 

“I'd rather do this than secretarial 
work,” she said 

In constant motion, she always has 
time to explain the history of a stove or 
tell an anecdote, such as the one about 
the Texan who came by and asked for 
“the two most expensive stoves you've 
got.”’ After receiving the first two, the 
Texan quickly phoned and ordered three 
more. 

Bea’s domain includes an antique 
woodstove junkyard that she calls the 
world’s largest, with some 1,000 rusted 






carcasses piled in a field. And she has a 
d ing collection of fully restored 
stoves that would make a museum 





curator green with envy 

For her efforts in re-popularizing wood 
heat culture, Mrs. Bryant, 51, was nam- 
ed this year as outstanding person in the 
woodstove industry by the Wood Heat 
Alliance. 

She, her family and 25 of her most priz- 
ed antiques were flown to New Orleans 
for an international woodstove conven- 
tion at the Superdome, 

“Those new manufacturers had never 
seen stoves like I have. They didn’t even 
know that these e ,” she said. 

Mrs. Bryant's busin! began 10 years 
ago when she sold her first stove to make 
some extra cash.

The result is a fully operational anti 
que that retails for less than non- 
descript, mass-produced modern stoves, 
which are most often made in § n= 
danavia. The antiques usually sell for 











between $400 and $500, but the price of 
one went as high as $2,000 

i could probably get more for them 
but I'd rather see a housewife have a 
stove at home and use it,’’ she said 

During its heyday 100 years ago, the 
stove industry was a huge and fast 
growing business, much like the com 
puter industry is today. Since there was 
no way to hide a stove, every effort was 
made to beautify it. The result was un- 
surpassed iron artistry. 

Carving models out of mahogany, the 
craftsmen of yore adorned the hulking 
iron boxes and cylinders with garlands 
of flowers, gothic latticework, nickel 
plated skirts, embossed doors and 
elaborate finials, or decorative crowning 
ornaments 

The height of a visit to Bryant's fief- 
dom is a tour of her museum, a colonial 
clapboard house across the street from 
the shop. It is, quite possibly, the most 
valuable single collection of antique 
stoves anywhere.

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The ‘iron man’ can relax

NEWTON — Paul Daley sat back 
and relaxed Sunday afternoon, beer in 
hand, and watched about 600 world 
class athletes, including himself 
compete in a superhuman test of en 
durance on television 

Daley, a 37-year-old third term 
Newton alderman, was one of 550 
athletes that finished the ‘Iron Man 
World Triathlon’? that was held in 
Kona, Hawaii on Feb. 6 and televised 
nationally on ABC's Wide World of 
Sports Sunday. The athletes swam 2.4 
miles in the ocean, bicycled 112 miles 
over lava fields and ran a 26 mile 
marathon in 110 degree heat 

Daley said he finished the extraor 
dinary event 419th overall in approx 
imately 17 hours. Daley, who has been 
running for five years, competes in 
about 12 marathons a year 

The grueling test of physical pro: 
wess began in the cold ocean water at 
7:30 a.m. and ended in the Hawaiian 
moonlight. Jim McKay, host of Wide 
World, called the competition one of 
the “most grueling and agonizing’ 















































events in the world. Another ABC 
commentator called it an “event so 
extreme it almost defies description.’ 

Daley watched the competition with 
a few friends and laughed as the first 
image of the staggering event came 
on the sereen. ‘I'm right there,’’ he 
joked. ‘Right there 

Boy is that water cold,’ he added 
Later as he watched the bicycling and 
marathon legs, Daley frequently 
repeated: “Oh is it hot out there! 

After months of training and 
waiting, Daley said it was a “relief” 
to start the Triathlon. “I was flying,’ 
he said, remembering the start of the 
race I was creaming. The 
adrenalin was so pumped up.’ 

Daley finished the “rough” swimm 
ming leg in about three hours battling 
three to six feet chopping wa 

How did Daley feel after taking a 
quick shower and changing into his 
biking gear I felt great,” he recall 
ed. “IT had swam, but IT never trained 
for swimm or bike portions. I felt 
really strony 

For Daley, the toughest part of the 
three leg event was the 112 mile bicy 


cle race. Twenty miles of the race was 
uphill. It took Daley approximately 12 
hours to finish the bike race and it was 
only after two flat tires that had to be 
fixed with a small repair kit. 

The athletes, who had to compete 
with the strong winds and hills, was 
over Java fields created by volcanic 
eruptions 

I spent as much time on the bike 
as some of these people spend in on 
the whole thing,” he said 

He said that the marathon was a 
pleasure to run after the tough bicycle 
race, Indeed, Daley showed that the 
marathon was his forte finishing with 
a strong time of just over three hours. 

The competition is an amateur 
event and competing athletes are not 
provided a salary for competing or 
hotel accomodations. ‘‘You better not 
go there looking for some bucks," 
Daley noted. ‘It’s all personal.” 

Daley watched in silence the im- 
ages of collapsed bodies faltering 
under the strain. One athlete wi 
shown being carried on a stretcher 
and countless others aided by 
emergency personnel. “It ain't easy 
babe,” said Daley. ‘‘It’s a long day.

NEWTON — For the first time at the secondary school level, special 
needs and non-handicapped students will perform side by side in a 
musical What better production for this happy collaboration than ‘‘An 
nie 

Teachers connected with the show say that everyone dev elops a 
‘‘spirit of adventure” since this kind of production has something other 
than theatrical perfection as its goal. But imperfection never looked so 
good 

The show, which will be performed Feb. 26 at Newton South High, is 
called an “integrated” production — a formal way of saying this ver 
sion of the upbeat musical will be improvised for a cast of special-needs 
and non-handicapped students 

Out of the total cast of 30, half of the performers are special-needs 
students and the other half are non-handic apped students who are 
members of South High's Concert Choir 

The “outstanding” choice to play the optimistic curly topped orphan 
is Tina Dirkson, a 17-year-old Down's Syndrome student who attends 
the Newton South High Life Skills Class. — 

At a recent rehearsal, Tina not only sang some of the hits from the 
musical, but also waltzed with ‘Daddy Warbucks,” the wealthy in 
dustrialist whose hard heart is softened by the orphan he eventually 
adopts. Paul Sherman, a member of the Concert Choir, plays the part 
of Warbucks. ; 

While many of the roles are treated as partnerships where non- 
handicapped students reinforce performances by special-needs 
students, Tina performs solo X 






Despite all of the hard work, Tina's performance seems effortless 
and she gives the character sparkle and personality. She may have 
even caught the theater bug 

T love it!’ she says enthusiastically of her role in the production 

Even with the use of partnerships, one of the directors of the show, 
Claire Kanter, says the problems of putting on a show with special- 
needs children are great 

“No matter how much we practice or rehearse, opening night is go 
ing to be an entirely new experience,’’ Life Skills teacher Gerald Beloin 
says. 

“There is no way you can get perfection,’’ Kanter says with a smile 

And, I'm going to tell you, the people will love it,’ Beloin says em 
phatically 

Kanter, a music specialist and consultant for special-needs children, 
Says that in 1972 she worked with other special-needs teachers to pre: 
sent for the first time in Newton a show using only special-needs 
children 

The impact of the show on the Newton community, was 
Kanter says 

We put on five standing-room only performances,”’ she recalls. ‘‘It 
was unreal. Newton woke up to the fact that these kids were here." 

This production of ‘Oliver’ with children from the Peabody School 
using the Spaulding Elemer y School auditorium eventually made 
Kanter revamp her music program. She found that ‘Oliver’ had been 
a terrific tool for teaching learning concepts to special-needs children. 

But, real reason for doing the musical ‘twas that it bothered me that 
these kids were always just being taken to passively see something," 
Kanter says. 

Kanter and Beloin feel the benefits of an integrated production are 
also significant for the non-handicapped students who participate and 
their peers 

Kanter said that when the members of the Concert Choir were ap. 
proached about performing in the show, many were reluctant and un 
comfortable about the idea 

She agrees that the experience is not an easy one and that for most of 
the non-handicapped students who signed up, there was ‘‘an adjust- 
ment period.” 

Katy Motiey, a South High student who plays the part of Grace Far- 
rell, Warbuck’s personal secretary, says, ‘‘At first it was hard because

Dear Property Owner: 


Chapter 797 of the Acts of 1979, as well as numerous deci- 
sions of the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court, require that 
all Massachusetts cities and towns value taxable real estate and 


personal property at full and fair cash value (100% market 
value). 


Based upon a directive from the Massachusetts Department of 
Revenue, the City of Newton initiated a city-wide property re- 
valuation program in the summer of 1980. This program was sub- 
sequently accelerated in the spring of 1981 in order for the City 
to move into full compliance with Proposition 2 1/2 in FY1982 
(July 1, 1981 - June 30, 1982). 


The preliminary results of the city-wide revaluation were 
turned over to the Massachusetts Department of Revenue for review 
and evaluation. The staff of the Department of Revenue's Bureau 
of Local Assessment conducted a field audit of the data, 
appraisal methodologies, and tentative values which have been 
generated as a result of revaluation. On the basis of their 
audit findings, the Commissioner of Revenue granted the City 
preliminary value certification for all residential property. 


The purpose of this communication is to inform you of the 
tentative new assessment which has been calculated for your 
property. To assist you in evaluating what revaluation actually 
means to you in tax terms, a comparison of actual 1981, and 
estimated 1982 taxes has been included on the ‘enclosed "Notice of 
Tentative Change in Property Assessment." Estimated 1982 taxes 
for your property have been calculated on the basis of a total 
FY1982 tax levy of $73.5 million, which is unchanged from FY1981. 
An estimated classified tax rate has been applied to your new 
assessment. 


If, after reviewing your proposed assessment and estimated 
taxes, you desire an explanation of how the value on your 
property was determined, pleased call Robert J. Finnegan and 
Associates, Inc., the City's Revaluation Contractor, at 552-7331 
Monday thru Friday, 9:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m., to arrange an 
appointment. At that meeting you will have an opportunity to 
review all data used in valuing your property, and any additional 
clarifying information which you may be able to offer will be 
taken into consideration before a final value is placed upon your 
property. Due to the large number and wide variety of property 
types in Newton, effective valuation explanations can only be 
offered in personal meetings where all appropriate data is 
available for review by the property owner. Therefore, we will 
not be able to either discuss your new assessment or provide 
information about it over the telephone. 


At the conclusion of the public review phase of revaluation, 
the Board of Assessors must submit any revised valuations to the 
State Department of Revenue for final approval. Once this ap- 
proval is received, actual 1982 tax bills, reflecting the new 
values and classified tax rates will be generated. It is antici- 
pated that tax bills will be mailed in April, 1982. This bill 
will include a calculation of total taxes due, less your fall 


1981 estimated tax payment, and any appropriate exemptions which 
you may qualify for. 


If you are not satisfied with the final valuation as 
indicated on your actual tax bill, you may file an abatement 
application with the Board of Assessors within 30 days. If you 
believe that you qualify for a statutory exemption and have not 
filed for it, you have 90 days from the issuance of the tax bill 
to file an exemption form. Finally, we wish to remind you that 


as a taypayer you are entitled to full appeal rights 


under 
Massachusetts law.
